Master's  Address 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  mingled  joy  and  sadness  that  I  bring  you  this  my 
sixth  and  last  message  as  Master  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange.  Words 
utterly  fail  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  your  wholehearted  support 
and  loyalty  in  the  work.  When  the  night  has  been  dark  and  the  load  has 
been  heavy,  your  kind  words  and  wise  counsel  have  given  reassurance  and 
renewed  courage  for  the  solution  of  the  many  perplexing  problems  that 
nave  arisen  from  day  to  day. 

The  memory  of  your  united  support  and  helpfulness  will  remain  with 
me  as  long  as  life  shall  last.  I  trust  and  know  my  successor  will  have  the 
same  fine  cooperation  and  support  that  you  have  given  me.  You  and  I  can 
do  much  to  encourage  and  help  the  new  Master  and  other  officers  in  Grange 
work  during  the  coming  year.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  many  new  problems 
will  .have  to  be  solved  and  many  re-adjustments  will  have  to  be  made.  The 
road  that  lies  ahead  will  not  be  smooth;  but  with  the  courage  and  faith  of 
true  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  we  will  fearlessly  face  the  future. 

The  War 

Many  of  our  stalwart  and  vigorous  young  men  have  gone  to  the  battle 
front.  Some  of  them  will  not  return.  The  Service  flags  in  our  Grange 
Halls  are  solemn  reminders  of  the  patriotism  and  bravery  of  the  fine  young 
Americans  who  are  giving  their  all  to  crush  despotism  and  tyranny  in  the 
world. 

These  same  flags  should  constantly  remind  those  of  us  remaining  on 
the  home  front  of  our  duty  and  responsibility  as  American  citizens.  The 
liberties  of  America  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
were  not  secured  by  ease  and  idleness.  They  were  purchased  at  a  high  price 
m  the  blood  and  sacrifice  of  the  greatest  generation  of  liberty  loving  patriots 
the  world  has  ever  seen.  In  this  day  of  rapid  transition  and  disintegration 
of  governments  and  philosophies,  we  may  well  pause  long  enough  to  prop- 
erly evaluate  the  impelling  factors  which  resulted  in  the  world's  greatest 
forward  march  and  achievement  in  human  liberty,  happiness  and  pros- 
perity.  . 

In  this  forward  and  upward  march  of  human  happiness  and  achievement 
all  the  dogmas  and  isms  of  the  old  world  fade  from  the  picture  when  viewed 
m  the  light  of  America's  accomplishment  under  the  Constitution. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  years  of  American  liberty  and  the  independence 
of  the  individual  have  been  but  the  personification  of  pioneer  American  fore- 
sight and  patriotism.     In  this  personification,  I  see  that  Pilgrim  band  of

liberty  seekers  who  first  set  foot  on  old  Plymouth  Rock.    I  have  stood  beside 
that  rock  and  gazed  upon  that  historic  spot,  where 

The  breaking  waves  dashed  high 
On  a  stem  and  rock-bound  coast 
And  the  woods  against  a  stormy  sky 
Their  giant  branches  tossed; 
And  the  heavy  night  hung  dark 
The  hills  and  waters  o'er 
When  a  band  of  exiles  moored  their  bark 
On  the  wild  New  England  shore. 

Not  as  the  conqueror  comes. 

They,  the  true-hearted,  came; 

Not  with  the  roll  of  the  stirring  drums, 

And  the  trumpet  that  sings  of  fame; 

Not  as  the  flying  come. 

In  silence  and  in  fear; 

They  shook  the  depths  of  the  desert's  gloom 

With  their  hymns  of  lofty  cheer. 

Amid  the  storm  they  sang. 

And  the  stars  heard,  and  the  sea; 

And  the  sounding  isles  of  the  dim  wood  ran^ 

To  the  anthem  of  the  free. 

The  ocean-eagle  soared 
From  his  nest  by  the  white  wave's  foam, 
And  the  rocking  pines  of  the  forest  roared: 
This  was  their  welcome  home. 

There  were  men  with  hoary  hair 
Amid  that  pilgrim  band; 
Why  had  they  come  to  wither  there. 
Away  from  their  childhood's  land? 

There  was  woman's  fearless  eye. 

Lit  by  her  deep  love's  truth; 

There  was  manhood's  brow,  serenely  high, 

And  the  fiery  heart  of  youth. 

What  sought  they  thus  afar? 
Bright  jewels  of  the  mine? 
The  wealth  of  seas,  the  spoils  of  war? 
They  sought  a  faith's  pure  shrine! 

Ay,  call  it  holy  ground. 

The  soil  where  first  they  trod! 

They  have  left  unstained  what  there  they  found. 

Freedom  to  worship  God! 

And  then  I  behold  another  spot,  a  hallowed  shrine,  consecrated  by  the 
fervent  and  fearless  sacrifice  of  another  generation  of  rugged  American 
patriots  who  a  century  and  a  half  later  assembled  in  defense  of  liberty  upon 
the  Battle  Field  of  Lexington.  I  stand  upon  the  spot  where  the  first  Patriot 
fell.  I  go  down  the  road  in  the  pathway  of  Paul  Revere.  I  pause  before 
the  old  South  Church  where  the  lighted  lantern  swings  and  I  am  over- 
whelmed by  the  spirit  of  devotion  to  liberty  and  the  willingness  to  pay  the 
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price,  and  now  for  the  first  time  do  I  fully  realize  and  appreciate  the  blessed 
heritage  bequeathed  to  all  Americans  by  our  Godly  and  liberty  loving 
ancestry.  Yes,  a  century  and  a  half  of  rugged  living  in  the  wilds  of  Amer- 
ica  produced  a  people  who  were  willing  to  fight  for  independence  and  free- 
dom.  Yes,  a  century  and  a  half  of  rugged  American  individualism  pro- 
duced a  group  of  statesmen  whose  equal  the  world  has  never  seen. 

To  them  we  owe  our  Constitutional  liberty.  To  them  we  owe  a  debt  of 
gratitude  for  their  patriotic  foresight  in  completely  divorcing  America  frore 
the  dogmas  and  despotic  dictates  of  the  old  world.  The  Declaration  of 
Independence  and  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  are  the  concrete 
evidence  of  their  wisdom  and  foresight  in  protecting  unborn  generations 
of  men  and  women  from  the  heel  of  oppression. 

Today  we  are  engaged  in  the  greatest  struggle  of  all  time.  Again,  the 
war  lords  of  the  old  world  have  determined  to  conquer  and  again  the  flower 
of  American  youth  has  been  called  to  battle.  Our  boys  and  girls  have 
answered  the  call.  They  are  stationed  in  all  parts  of  the  earth.  Many  of 
them  have  made  and  many  more  of  them  will  make  the  supreme  sacrifice. 
Let  us  pause  for  a  moment  and  get  the  full  meaning  of  those  words 
"supreme  sacrifice."  As  we  try  in  vain  to  visualize  the  sorrow  of  pain  and 
de^th  in  the  wage  of  this  great  war,  may  our  hearts  be  stirred  and  may  we 
on  the  home  front  rededicate  our  full  strength  to  the  defense  of  liberty  and 
justice  for  all. 

A  Changing  World 

The  anchors  of  civilization  are  being  tested  now  as  never  before.  The 
concentrated  grandeur  and  beauty  of  past  centuries  is  being  reduced  to 
ashes.  Destruction  and  death  are  on  the  march.  Human  happiness  has 
given  way  to  misery  and  suffering.  Class  hatreds  have  been  engendered 
and  the  golden  rule  has  been  broken. 

Lasting  peace,  the  dream  of  a  sorrowing  world  today,  can  only  come  by 
the  restoration  of  Christian  living.  There  is  no  short  cut  to  the  Divine 
fountain  of  grace.  The  penalty  of  sin  is  death  and  destruction.  The  re- 
ward of  virtue  is  life  itself.  We  cannot  escape  the  penalty  when  we  break 
the  law  of  God. 

Agriculture 

The  importance  of  Agriculture  in  our  National  life  and  economy  must 
be  recognized  if  we  are  to  continue  to  be  a  prosperous  people.  The  history 
of  ancient  nations  tells  the  story  of  the  unified  and  simultaneous  growth  of 
agriculture  and  national  prosperity.  America  has  proven  no  exception  to 
the  rule.  When  agriculture  has  been  prosperous,  all  our  people  have  bene- 
fitted. 

Science,  research,  chemistry  and  invention  have  done  much  to  aid  our 
farmers  in  producing  an  abundant  food  supply  during  the  present  crisis. 
This  abundant  production  has  been  accomplished  despite  the  acute  shortage 
of  labor  and  machinery.  It  has  been  accomplished  by  every  member  of  the 
farm  family  working  early  and  late.  When  victory  comes,  our  farm  people 
will  rightfully  share  in  its  achievement  and  if  and  when  a  lasting  peace  is 
secured  abundant  production  will  abound. 

The  economy  of  scarcity  never  has  and  never  will  support  the  content- 
ment and  happiness  upon  which  a  lasting  peace  must  be  built.  Again,  the 
National  Grange  has  declared  itself  in  favor  of  "an  economy  of  plenty 
shared  equitably  between  agriculture,  industry  and  labor." 
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The  Grange  believes  the  American  farmer  is  entitled  to  the  American 
Market  to  the  extent  of  his  ability  to  supply  it  and  that  he  should  share 
the  American  standard  of  living  with  other  groups. 

The  obsolete  parity  formula  by  which  the  farmers'  prices  are  measured 
should  be  modernized  and  it  should  include  farmers'  labor  costs. 

The  Grange  has  always  worked,  for  a  compensatory  price  for  agricul- 
tural products  with  no  subsidy.  We  have  incessantly  pointed  out  that  when 
the  war  ends  we  will  have  the  heaviest  National  debt  in  the  history  of  the 
world.  It  can  only  be  paid  by  extremely  heavy  taxation  and  it  is  reasonable 
to  assume  that  any  subsidy  program  operating  under  the  guise  of  holding 
the  line  or  otherwise  will  be  abandoned.  The  major  farm  organizations  of 
America  have  labored  to  secure  a  compensatory  price  paid  by  the  con- 
sumer in  the  market  place  and  unless  we  are  successful  our  farm  prices  and 
our  farm  economy  will  be  completely  thrown  off  balance  after  the  war.  The 
Grange  and  other  major  farm  organizations  are  now  bending  every  effort  to 
prevent  the  sudden  collapse  of  our  agricultural  economy  at  the  close  of  the 
war. 

Our  agricultural  organizations  must  be  maintained  at  full  strength 
and  we  must  be  adequately  represented  in  post  war  and  reconstruction 
councils. 

Co-operatives 

To  this  same  end  bonafide  agricultural  co-operatives  must  be  strength- 
ened. The  Grange  has  pioneered  in  this  field  since  its  founding  and  con- 
tinues to  be  the  overall  champion  of  the  farmers  cooperative  movement. 

As  summarized  by  the  National  Grange — "Cooperatives  are  a  means  by 
which  individual  farmers  in  the  exercise  of  private  enterprise  pool  their 
efforts  for  economy  and  efficiency,  which  is  of  benefit  to  farmer  and  con- 
sumer alike.  Cooperatives  should  be  encouraged  and  protected  from  unjust 
attacks,  including  unfair  taxes  and  discriminatory  legislation." 

Among  our  Grange  cooperative  endeavors,  a  few  should  receive  special 
mention : 

Our  Grange  Fire  Insurance  Companies  carry  more  than  one  hundred 
million  dollars  of  insurance  in  the  State.  The  National  Grange  Fire  Insur- 
ance Company  provides  insurance  and  re-insurance  facilities  to  Grange 
institutions  and  patrons. 

The  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company  provides  automobile 
insurance. 

The  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  continues  its  serv- 
ice to  our  members. 

The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  has  saved  our  members  many  thous- 
ands of  dollars  during  the  thirty-one  years  of  its  operation. 


Education 

Within  the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  we  have  seen  the  powerful  in- 
fluence of  education  in  re-shaping  and  revolutionizing  the  governments  of 
several  countries.  In  some  instances,  the  short  span  of  a  single  generation 
has  almost  completely  changed  the  philosophy  of  the  people.  The  stability 
of  this  American  Republic  can  best  be  perpetuated  by  continuing  our  di- 
versified system  of  education. 
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The  Grange  has  consistently  opposed  the  centralization  of  our  educa- 
tional system  in  Washington.  We  have  always  favored  local  control  of  our 
educational  facilities.  The  Grange  has  very  materially  aided  agriculture  in 
promoting  4-H  Clubs,  future  farmer  and  vocational  agricultural  work  in 
general. 

Temperance 

The  continuation  of  a  free  government  depends  upon  the  moral  and 
religious  standards  of  its  people.     Intemperance  and  degeneracy  go  hand 
.  in  hand.     The  Grange  stands  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  Church  and 
other  organizations  in  building  better  citizenship. 

Legislation 

For  many  years  the  Grange  has  been  the  chief  spokesman  for  agricul- 
ture in  Pennsylvania  and  in  the  Nation.  In  the  post  war  and  reconstruc- 
tion days  that  lie  ahead  the  voice  of  agriculture  must  be  heard. 

Many  perplexing  problems  relating  to  taxation,  price  structure,  wages, 
distribution,  reconversion,  transportation,  roads,  markets,  foreign  trade  and 
many  other  matters  vital  to  us  must  be  solved.  Again  the  Grange  will  lead 
the  way  in  their  solution. 

Condition  of  the  Order 

The  condition  of  the  Order  is  most  satisfactory  in  the  State  and  through 
out  the  Nation.  Every  Grange  State  in  the  Nation  made  a  net  gain  in 
membership  during  the  last  year. 

We  are  very  appreciative  of  the  fine  cooperation  and  work  of  our 
Deputies,  Officers  and  Members  in  making  possible  the  very  fine  net  gain  in 
our  own  State  and  with  our  financial  condition  much  improved,  we  should 
do  more  the  coming  year. 

The  National  Grange 

During  the  year  a  National  Grange  Headquarters  Building  was  pur- 
chased in  Washington.  The  1944  Annual  Session  of  the  National  Grange 
was  held  at  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina.  At  this  session  many  resolu- 
tions were  considered  and  the  following  summary  will  serve  as  a  partial 
report  of  the  convention; 

The  National  Grange  Platform  for  Agriculture 

Agriculture  and  rural  people  pledge  continued  maximum  effort  for 
winning  the  war. 

Permanent  world  peace  is  of  paramount  importance.  Steps  to  include 
(a)  an  effectively  implemented  organization  of  sovereign  states,  including 
a  World  Court,  with  Congress  retaining  the  right  to  declare  war;  (b)  de- 
velopment of  international  trade  on  an  equitable  basis;  (c)  rehabilitation  of 
productive  industry  in  devastated  land. 

The  continued  prosperity  of  America  depends  upon  an  economy  of 
plenty  shared  equitably  between  agriculture,  industry  and  labor.  The 
American  farmer  is  entitled  to  the  American  market  to  the  extent  of  his 
ability  to  supply  it  and  should  share  the  American  standard  of  living  with 
other  groups. 

It  is  recognized  that  agriculture  in  war-time  has  stepped  up  produc- 
tion beyond  normal  demands  for  its  products.  The  price-ceiling  structure 
has  prevented  building  reserves  to  tide  over  price  declines,  so  it  is  a  national 
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obligation  to  avert  losses  which  lead  to  national  depression  by  a  realistic 
program  for  meeting  the  surplus  problem. 

Support  prices  should  be  used  to  insure  needed  production  and  prevent 
collapse  due  to  temporarily  glutted  markets.  Marketing  agreements  sihould 
also  be  used  to  maintain  average  parity  for  those  crops  with  occasional  or 
regional  surpluses. 

On  those  crops  with  exportable  surpluses  a  two-price  system  offers  a 
simple  way  to  obtain  parity  of  income  for  agriculture  without  taking 
money  from  the  public  treasury.  The  consumer  would  pay  a  price  that 
would  reflect  parity  on  that  portion  of  the  crop  consumed  at  home.  Each 
farmer  would  be  free  to  determine  the  extent  to  which  he  would  produce 
for  the  world  market  at  world  prices. 

The  obsolete  parity  formula  by  which  farmers'  prices  are  measured 
should  be  modernized,  and  it  should  include  farmers'  labor  costs. 

Taxes  should  be  maintained  at  high  levels  during  the  war  to  help  pay 
the  cost  of  the  war  from  current  revenues  and  to  help  prevent  inflation. 
Taxes  should  not  be  used  as  a  means  of  conducting  social  reforms  or  for 
discrimination  against  any  form  of  business,  including  co-operatives. 

Necessity  of  certain  controls  to  avoid  inflation  is  recognized,  but  they 
should  be  relaxed  as  soon  as  possible. 

Co-operatives  are  a  means  by  which  individual  farmers  in  the  exercise 
of  private  enterprise  pool  their  efforts  for  economy  and  eflRciency,  which 
is  of  benefit  to  farmer  and  consumer  alike.  Co-operatives  should  be  en- 
couraged and  protected  from  unjust  attacks,  including  unfair  taxes  and 
discriminatory  legislation. 

A  dependable  system  of  sound  credit  should  be  administered  co-opera- 
tively, with  government  supervision  in  the  hands  of  a  bi-partisan  board. 
Crop  insurance  should  be  developed  on  a  practical  basis. 

Agriculture  should  assume  its  responsibility  in  planning  for  the  post- 
war period. 

The  National  Grange  Favors 

Revision  of  Lend-lease  act  to  prevent  its  use  for  non-war  purposes. 

Modification  of  World  Bank  for  Reconstruction  and  Development  to  give 
chief  lenders  greater  control,  and  elimination  of  International  Monetary 
Fund,  because  it  could  be  handled  by  the  Bank  itself. 

Termination  of  Daylight  Saving. 

An  amendment  to  divide  the  electoral  vote  within  the  states  as  nearly 
as  possible  in  line  with  the  popular  vote. 

Provision  for  use  of  patents  determined  to  be  withheld  from  the  market 
against  best  public  interest. 

Continuation  of  appropriations  to  help  alleviate  farm  labor  shortage. 

Conferences  between  agriculture,  industry  and  labor  for  discussion  of 
problems  affecting  both  and  in  the  interests  of  national  welfare. 

Action  to  eliminate  abuses  in  manipulation  of  prices  and  weights  in 
marketing  of  hogs  or  other  products. 

Extension  of  rural  electrification  as  rapidly  as  practical  with  continued 
support  of  the  R.  E.  A. 

Improvement  of  rural  schools  where  they  are  below  reasonable  Amer- 
ican standards,  and  development  of  youth  leadership  training. 

Social  Security  for  farmers  and  farm  workers. 
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A  constitutional  amendment  to  deny  citizenship  to  children  of  persons 
ineligible  for  citizenship. 

Continuation  of  a  Congressional  committee  to  investigate  un-American 
activities. 

Development  of  voluntary  rural  health  and  hospitalization  programs. 

Termination  of  rebates  on  government  shipping  on  land-grant  railroads. 

Simplification  of  income  tax  returns. 

Agencies  established  by  Congress  to  provide  Congress  with  accurate 
information  on  current  expenditures  and  disposal  of  government  properties. 

Appropriations  to  pay  expenses  of  0.  P.  A.  Advisory  Committee  so 
that  no  major  group  may  be  barred  from  participating. 

Production  control  for  tobacco,  together  with  support  prices. 

Formulation  of  a  program  for  cotton  based  on  soil  conservation,  gov- 
ernment loans,  support  prices,  and  export  policy  during  the  period  neces- 
sary to  bring  cotton  production  into  adjustment  with  domestic  and  foreign 
outlets. 

All  projects  involving  irrigation,  reclamation  and  development  of 
power  projects  be  administered  by  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation. 

Federal  aid  for  highways  apportioned  on  the  basis  of  one-third  popula- 
tion, one-third  post  road,  and  one-third  main  roads. 

Strong  support  for  clean  pictures  and  literature. 

Vocational  training  for  youth. 

The  Grange  Opposes 

A  federal  sales  tax. 

Freight  rate  increases. 

Inter-state  trade  barriers. 

Subsidies  in  lieu  of  fair  prices. 

Automobile  use  taxes  and  federal  gasoline  taxes  as  invasion  of  stated 
rights. 

National  control  of  insurance. 

Efforts  to  bottle  up  sale  of  public  power.

The  Goal— A  Better  World

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  OVERSEER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Despite  unprecedented  labor  and  machine  shortages,  our  farm  people 
have  once  more  produced  a  surplus  of  food  for  victory  without  a  single  shut 
down  or  strike.  At  the  same  time  Grange  membership  has  increased 
throughout  the  state  and  nation.  This  increase  stands  as  a  tribute  to  the 
service  which  our  fraternity  is  rendering  to  agriculture  in  these  days  of 
crisis. 

As  your  Overseer,  we  have  been  privileged  to  have  a  small  part  in  this 
united  advance.  The  Grange  year  in  Pennsylvania  got  off  to  a  flying  start 
with  the  officers  and  deputies  conference  held  in  Harrisburg,  February  21st 
and  22nd.  This  was  the  first  time  that  the  State  Officers  had  joined  with 
the  Deputies  in  a  planning  session.  It  has  proved  a  valuable  means  of 
integrating  our  state  and  national  efforts. 

The  banquet  of  the  Seventh  Degree  Club  of  Lawrence  County  in  which 
we  participated  at  Plaingrove  on  February  23rd,  revealed  the  spur  which 
such  gatherings  of  the  followers  of  Ceres  can  give  to  Grange  work.  The 
Family  and  Anniversary  Nights  of  Beaver  County's  North  Sewickley 
Grange  and  Indiana's  No.  1656,  gave  proof  positive  of  the  Grange's  activi- 
ties and  value  for  each  and  every  member  of  the  home.  As  speaker  at  the 
Chester  County  Pomona  banquet  on  the  evening  of  April  1st,  we  observed 
the  intense  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Patrons  of  this  old  historic  region 
for  the  work  of  our  Order. 

From  the  station  of  Master  in  our  subordinate  we  have  had*  the 
satisfaction  of  seeing  our  membership  increase  by  58  members  with  10  ad- 
ditional applicants  awaiting  initiation.  As  a  Grange  we  participated  in  the 
County  Blood  Bank,  The  Community  Chest,  War  Bond  Drives,  contributed  a 
$50  bond  to  the  New  National  Grange  Home  in  Washington,  and  by  a  social 
raised  over  $100  for  the  Red  Cross.  A  specific  achievement  of  our  War  Ef- 
fort Committee  was  the  cooperation  with  other  organizations  of  the  county 
in  financing  and  carrying  forward  the  Indiana  County  Canteen  for  men  and 
women  in  the  armed  services.  For  this  Canteen,  located  in  the  same  build- 
ing in  which  our  Grange  meets,  we  have  furnished  48  hostesses.  Since  its 
inception  in  June,  the  Canteen  register  reveals  the  names  of  more  than  600 
service  men  and  women  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  comforts  pro- 
vided. 
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Other  cooperative  enterprises  in  Grange  work  in  Indiana  county  were 
the  joint  initiation  of  classes  of  candidates  by  Blairsville,  Indiana,  and  Wil- 
Ham  Penn  granges;  the  reception  of  a  panel  on  Post  War  Planning  consti- 
tuted from  members  of  various  Granges,  given  first  before  Pomona  and 
later  for  the  benefit  of  members  of  subordinates. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  on  account  of  illness,  we  were  unable  to 
take  our  scheduled  part  in  the  annual  Lecturers'  Conference  at  State  Col- 
lege or  to  speak  at  the  ten  Pomonas  as  we  had  promised  during  the  month 
of  June.  May  we  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  deep  appreciation  to 
my  fellow  officers  who  so  ably  substituted  for  me. 

However  the  period  spent  in  the  hospital  in  Pittsburgh  demonstrated  to 
me  personally  the  wisdom  and  value  of  Grange  Hospitalization.  We  un- 
hesitatingly endorse  and  commend  it  to  every  subordinate  which  has  not 
yet  taken  advantage  of  this  farsighted  provision  of  our  State  Grange.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LECTURER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

We  come  to  you  at  the  close  of  another  year  to  report  the  activities  of 
the  Grange  Lecturers.  It  is  the  work  of  the  Lecturers  to  lead  in  the  Liter- 
ary and  educational  work  of  the  Grange,  and  to  develop  new  talent;  espec- 
ially that  type  of  talent  capable  of  leadership. 

It  is  our  belief  that  the  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Lecturers,  all  over  the 
State,  are  doing  an  excellent  piece  of  work.  Evidence  of  their  faithfulness 
is  attested  to  by  the  increased  membership  and  attendance  in  the  State. 

We  are  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  educational  side  of  the 
Grange  Lecture  hour.  It  is  of  especial  importance  that  rural  people  be  kept 
informed  on  vital  issues  of  the  day.  This  can  be  done  best  through  the 
Grange  Lecture  hour.  If  we  hope  to  preserve  a  free  and  independent  Agri- 
culture, we  must  come  to  know  and  understand  the  problems  confronting 
us.  We  can  do  this  best  by  free  and  open  discussion  of  the  problems  facing 
us.  It  is  evident  that  unless  we  are  willing  to  control  our  own  business,  most 
assuredly,  there  will  be  increased  government  control.  Therefore  you  are 
urged  to  use  the  Grange  as  the  place  where  a  sound  and  progressive  agri- 
cultural policy  is  inaugurated.  Then  with  faith  in  your  own  leadership  and 
with  unity  of  purpose  agriculture  can  again  assume  its  rightful  place  as 
the  great  basic  industry  of  a  prosperous  nation.  During  the  year  we  car- 
ried a  number  of  projects  designed  to  improve  Grange  work  generally.  The 
one  Tbest  known  to  all  of  you  was  the  Annual  Grange  Leadership  School  at 
State  College  in  June.  This  conference  was  a  success.  We  had  two  hundred 
registered  delegates  and  more  than  that  in  attendance  at  some  meetings. 
The  outstanding  feature  was  the  finals  of  the  Quartet  Contest.  This  con- 
test, new  this  year,  was  won  by  London  Grove  Grange,  Chester  County. 
We  expect  to  continue  this  or  a  similar  contest  in  1945.  The  conference 
showed  a  profit  of  $44.50  this  year.  This  is  in  comparison  to  a  profit  of 
$7.50  last  year  and  a  $1.00  in  1942. 

New,  also,  this  year  is  the  Honor  Pomona  Grange  project.  This  was 
sponsored  to  honor  those  Pomonas  doing  outstanding  work  and  because  we 
wanted  Pomonas  to  recognize  their  responsibility  to  subordinate  Granges. 
Pomonas  were  required  to  attain  perfection  in  ritualistic  work.     Pomona 
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Ucturers  were  required  to  keep  in  regular  contact  with  subordinate  lee- 
turers  and  Pomona  officers  and  Deputies  were  required  to  make  a  net  gain 
in  membership.  We  are  happy  to  announce  that  six  Pomonas  met  these 
rigid  requirements.    They  are:

Program  helps  have  been  mailed  quarterly  to  all  Lecturers.  This  is 
in  addition  to  the  regular  page  in  Grange  News.  We  are  also  still  con- 
ducting the  Loan  Library  for  Lecturers.  There  are  approximately  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  titles  in  the  Library.  In  order  for  it  to  be  really  effective,  we 
should  have  five  hundred  titles. 

A  few  weeks  ago  a  questionnaire  was  sent  to  all  Subordinate  and 
Pomona  Lecturers.  Their  answers  were  most  gratifying.  They  indicate 
that  Grange  members  all  over  the  state  are  doing  everything  in  their  power 
to  bring  this  war  to  a  successful  and  speedy  conclusion.  Granges  have 
participated  in  every  phase  of  the  war  effort.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the 
record  of  agriculture  generally  because  we  are  doing  the  outstanding  pro- 
duction job  of  any  industry. 


It  is  indeed  encouraging  to  note,  by  the  Lecturers'  reports,  that 
Granges  everywhere  are  becoming  more  interested  in  the  Legislative  Pro- 
gram of  the  Grange.  There  is  a  uniform  demand  for  more  information  on 
legislation  from  State  Grange  headquarters. 

Grange  Lecturers  also  like  projects  and  contests.  Many  expressed  a 
desire  for  a  Better  Ritual  project.  This  is  important,  inasmuch  as  good 
ritual  work  is  fundamental  in  building  membership.  There  is  some  desire 
for  a  Dramatic  Contest  such  as  the  one  sponsored  a  few  years  ago  by  our 
State  College  Extension  Department. 
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The  Lecturers  also  would  like  to  be  able  to  secure  State  officers  as 
speakers  more  readily.  There  is  a  definite  interest  in  a  Youth  Program 
and  in  the  work  of  the  Juvenile  Grange. 

Many  Granges  would  also  like  something  done  to  improve  rural  roads 
and  schools.  There  is  great  objection  to  war  time.  This  objection  is  cer- 
tainly justified  and  we  must  make  every  effort  to  have  something  done. 

All  this  indicates  an  active  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Grange.  It  is 
evidence  of  an  earnest  desire  to  see  the  work  of  our  organization  made  more 
effective.  It  is  also  ample  proof  that  Grange  members  everywhere  are 
anxious  to  work  for  a  more  worthwhile  rural  society.  This  is  a  real  chal- 
lenge to  provide  leadership  equal  to  the  demands  of  our  membership. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  retained  our  faith  in  agriculture  as  a  way  of 
life.  We  are  convinced  that  agriculture  can  only  be  strong  through  or- 
ganization. We  believe  that  an  independent  agriculture  can  only  endure  by 
virtue  of  intelligent,  capable  leadership  developed  in  its  own  organization 
supported  by  an  informed  membership.  So  let  us,  with  faith  in  ourselves 
and  in  our  own  ability  to  meet  our  own  problems  work  together  towards 
our  common  goal,  "A  United  Agriculture."

I  bring  fraternal  greetings  and  best  wishes  from  the  Patrons  of  Law- 
rence County  to  you  assembled  here  in  attendance  at  the  Seventy-second 
Annual  Session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange. 

At  this  time  it  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  give  my  sixth  and  last  annual 
report  from  the  station  of  Assistant  Steward,  and  I  wish  to  state  the  experi- 
ence  I  have  had  as  Assistant  Steward  has  been  one  that  shall  never  be  for- 
gotten. Neither  shall  I  forget  the  many  friends  I  have  made  nor  the 
associations  which  have  been  formed. 

The  restricted  conditions  of  travel  imposed  on  everyone  has  curtailed 
our  grange  activities;  however  we  have  been  able  to  visit  each  Grange  in 
our  County  and  to  accept  eight  invitations  to  speak  at  different  Pomona 
Granges  outside  Lawrence  County.  In  addition  we  were  able  to  take  part 
in  the  annual  Grange  Lecturer's  Short  Course  at  State  College  in  June. 
This  Course,  I  think,  is  a  fine  thing  for  our  Lecturers  and  should  be  con- 
tinued. 

The  Second  World  War  is  still  raging.  We  hope  that  victory  will  soon 
be  our  reward  and  a  cessation  of  the  conflict  that  is  waging  today.  During 
the  time  we  have  been  fighting  this  war  the  congress  has  delegated  special 
powers  to  the  executive  in  order  to  expedite  victory.  These  powers  must  be 
revoked  as  soon  as  the  war  ends.  If  we  fail,  our  Constitutional  form  of 
government  will  cease  and  our  liberty  and  freedom  we  value  so  highly  will 
be  no  more.  We  must  not  fail  our  boys  on  the  battle  front  by  losing  for 
them  the  very  thing  they  are  fighting  for.  The  fact  that  we  are  engaged 
in  the  greatest  war  of  all  time  is  no  excuse  for  abolishing  our  Constitutional 
form  of  government  with  its  checks  and  balances. 

In  the  peace  that  is  sure  to  come  let  us  do  our  part  to  see  that  it  is  a 
lasting  peace.  That  the  causes  of  war  are  abolished  and  that  the  foundation 
for  a  lasting  peace  is  established.  And  this  must  be  done  at  a  time  after 
our  passion  and  hate  has  cooled  so  that  we  will  be  able  to  establish  a  lasting 
peace.  However,  we  must  be  firm  and  end  aggression  and  plundering  by 
nations.  This  has  been  accomplished  to  a  large  degree  within  our  nation 
and  certainly  the  same  can  be  accomplished  among  nations. 

And  in  the  Grange  we  must  go  forward.  Agriculture  must  receive  its 
fair  share  of  the  national  income.  Our  farm  labor  shortage  is  a  direct 
result  of  this  condition.  The  Grange  will  serve  our  nation  and  those  en- 
gaged in  agriculture  by  insisting  that  the  farmer  receive  a  fair  return  for 
his  labor  and  capital. 

As  I  close  my  term  of  office  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  to 
you  for  your  cordial  attitude  toward  me  while  I  served  in  the  station  of  the 
Assistant  Steward  and  I  hope  I  have  performed  the  duties  assigned  to  me 
by  the  Worthy  Master  in  a  satisfactory  manner.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  SECRETARY 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

I  am  very  happy  to  bring  to  you  the  report  of  the  Secretary  for  the 
past  year.  I  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  contacts  made  through  the  Sec- 
retary's office  and  at  the  various  Grange  meetings  which  I  have  been  able 
to  attend.  The  cooperation  of  the  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Secretaries,  as 
well  as  other  officers,  has  been  splendid  throughout  the  year  and  the  morale 
of  our  organization  appears  to  be  very  good. 

The  report  of  a  secretary  deals  largely  with  figures  and  I  am  glad  to 
b^ing  you  statistics  which  are  of  an  encouraging  nature. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Grange  year,  October  1,  1943  we  had  721 
Subordinate  Granges  with  a  membership  of  59,732.  Four  new  Granges 
were  organized  during  the  year: 

No.  2029,  Washington,  by  State  Deputy  S.  Paul  Ritchey. 

No.  2030,  Crawford,  by  State  Deputy  Merle  A.  Porter. 

No.  2031,  Greene,  by  State  Deputy  S.  Paul  Ritchey,  and 

No.  2032,  Allegheny,  by  State  Deputy  W.  J.  King. 

Thirteen  Granges  were  charged  off  as  follows:  Consolidated — No.  1022, 
Fayette  and  No.  1102,  Crawford;  disbanded—No.  194,  Bradford,  No.  608, 
Wyoming  and  No.  1299,  Delaware;  dormant — No.  516,  Jefferson,  No.  666, 
Jefferson,  No.  680,  Clarion,  No.  1129,  Cambria,  No.  1207,  Potter,  No.  1341 
Jefferson,  No.  1717,  Jefferson  and  No.  1718,  Somerset. 
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On  September  3Q«  1944  the  712  Subordinate  Granges  had  a  total  mem- 
bership of  62,506,  making  a  net  gain  for  the  year  of  2,744  members.  This, 
I  believe,  is  the  largest  gain  reported  during  the  past  20  years.  In  analyz.' 
ing  that  gain,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  349  Granges,  or  nearly  50%, 
gained  4,469  members,  approximately  10%  finished  the  year  with  the  same 
number  of  members  with  which  they  began  and  about  40%  of  the  Granges 
showed  a  net  loss  amounting  to  1,725  members.  The  Officers  and  Deputies 
of  this  State  Grange  should  challenge  themselves  to  bring  that  losing  40% 
into  the  gaining  column  this  year! 

Eight  new  Juvenile  Granges  were  organized  during  the  year  and  six 
were  reorganized.  Organized  were:  No.  288,  Chester,  by  Mrs.  J.  Edwin 
Brown;  No.  289,  Northampton,  by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Snyder;  No.  290,  Chester, 
by  Mrs.  J.  Edwin  Brown;  No.  291,  Fayette,  by  Mrs.  G.  L.  Conn;  No.  292, 
Fayette,  by  Mrs.  G.  L.  Conn;  No.  293,  Butler,  by  Mrs.  George  H.  Bicker;

During  three  months 
of  the  year  the  paper  was  reduced  to  eight  pages  in  an  effort  to  live  within 
our  budget  and  comply  with  the  Government's  request  to  save  paper  and 
also  to  keep  our  advertising  and  editorial  matter  in  proper  balance. 

The  editors  are  indebted  to  the  many  Grange  Lecturers,  Secretaries  and 
others  who  have  furnished  accounts  of  Grange  meetings  for  the  columns  of 
the  News.  We  would  express  our  gratitude  especially  to  Sister  Ethel  Rich- 
ards and  all  members  of  the  Home  Economics  Committee,  Sister  Lucy  Shum- 
way.  Brother  O.  W.  Shannon  and  Brother  W.  D.  Keemer,  whose  special  de- 
partments have  added  so  much  to  Grange  News. 

Grange  News  in  financed  by  the  membership  contribution  of  thirteen 
cents  per  year  included  in  the  annual  dues  and  through  receipts  from  adver- 
tising. During  the  past  year,  receipts  from  dues  increased  a  little  and  re- 
ceipts from  advertising  declined  about  the  same  amount,  leaving  approxi- 
mately the  same  income  as  from  the  previous  year.  However,  printing  costs 
rose  sharply  at  tlfe  beginning  of  the  year  and  despite  our  curtailment  of 
other  expenses,  we  did  not  make  a  profit  on  Grange  News  for  the  year.  The 
books  were  closed  on  September  30th  with  all  bills  paid  and  a  cash  balance

Past  Master  J.  A.  Boak  spoke  briefly  of  the  Santee  Scholarship  Fund 
and  suggested  that  the  officers  in  charge  reinventory  the  bonds  left  by  the 
Santee  Estate. 

Worthy  Overseer  Dimit  offered  the  following  resolution  for  immediate 
action  and  moved  its  adoption: 

Over  a  million  farm  boys  in  service,  and  three  years  of  unprecedented 
food  surpluses  for  victory,  prove  that  the  farmers  of  today  are  as  fer- 
vently American  and  patriotic  as  were  those  who  at  Lexington  fired  the  shot 
heard  'round  the  world  and  brought  into  being  our  great  republic. 

Instilled  with  this  same  spirit  of  freedom  and  independence,  the  Grange, 
the  oldest  organization  of  farm  people  in  America,  voices  its  opposition  to 
the  proposed  Universal  Peace  Time  Conscription  of  eighteen  year  old  youth, 
on  the  following  grounds: 

1st — It  is  very  undemocratic  and  contrary  to  American  ideals,  being  a 
return  to  the  very  militarism  which  our  forebearers  and  thousands  of  immi- 
grants came  to  America  to  escape. 

2nd — Coming  at  this  time,  such  a  move  implies  a  cynical  lack  of  faith 
in  our  allies,  the  Four  Freedoms,  Dumbarton  Oaks,  and  other  moves  leading 
to  World  Order  through  International  Cooperation.  Instead  it  reveals  a 
reliance  by  our  leaders  on  the  old  outmoded  Balance  of  Power  and  Secret 
Diplomacy  which  have  never  produced  peace  but  after  crushing  the  nations 
with  unbearable  taxes  for  huge  armies  and  armaments,  always  ended  in  war. 

3rd — The  enactment  of  such  a  measure  now,  with  the  war  time  draft 
effective  until  after  hostilities  cease,  is  unnecessary  and  breaks  faith  with 
the  more  than  10,000,000  men  now  under  arms.  Such  a»  radical  change  of 
policy  should  only  be  considered  when  our  people,  including  our  service  men 
and  women,  shall  have  ceased  to  be  under  the  powerful  war  psychology  and 
influence  of  militarism. 
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4th— The  argument  that  a  year  spent  in  military  training  would  im- 
prove the  health  and  self  discipline  of  youth  while  relieving  anticipated  un- 
employment of  labor  is  false.  Physical  fitness  and  health  as  shown,  by  the 
draft,  rests  fundamentally  upon  proper  nutrition  and  correct  health  habits 
inculcated  by  the  home  and  school  long  before  the  eighteenth  year.  Mili- 
tary discipline  is  that  imposed  by  authority,  oft  squelching  self  reliance  and 
initiative.  It  lends  itself  to  propagandizing,  regimentation,  and  a  fanatical 
willingness  to  follow  the  leaders  in  power  as  evidenced  by  the  Hitler  Youth 
in  Germany.  Universal  military  training  did  not  prevent  unemplojrment 
and  depression  in  the  countries  of  either  foes  or  allies  in  Europe.  On  every 
front  our  American  boys  raised  in  the  atmosphere  of  liberty,  self  reliance, 
and  independent  thinking  are  outfighting  the  regimented,  goosestepping 
Teutonic  Supermen,  and  the  fanatical  Sons  of  Heaven. 

5th — Finally,  a  year  spent  in  military  barracks,  with  booze  rampant 
and  accompanied  by  the  vices  which  have  ever  attended  segregation  in  en- 
campments, lacking  the  cultural  and  socializing  influences  exerted  when 
training  is  given  on  a  college  or  university  campus,  would  result  in  lowering 
the  morals  and  ideals  of  these  future  founders  of  American  homes. 

In  view  of  the  above  reasons,  be  it  resolved,  that  this  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange  in  session  assembled  this  12th  day  of  December  1944,  do  hereby 
go  on  record  as  opposed  to  any  proposal  for  Universal  Peace  Time  Con- 
scription until  the  war  is  over,  those  in  the  service  back  home,  and  the 
present  efforts  toward  world  order  proved  incapable  of  assuring  durable  and 
lasting  peace. 

Further,  be  it  resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  action  be  transmitted  to  our 
President,  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt,  and  to  our  members  of  the  Congress, 
together  with  our  commendation  of  their  efforts  to  bring  about  a  durable 
and  just  peace  through  International  Cooperation.  We  further  commend 
efforts  to  form  a  World  Order  with  adequate  provision  for  an  International 
Police  Force,  to  the  end  that  the  maintenance  of  huge  military  forces  by 
individual  nations  may  no  longer  be  necessary. 

The  resolution  was  seconded  by  Brother  W.  H.  McCuUough  and  was 
unanimously  adopted. 


On  motion  by  Past  Master  Boak,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  tele- 
graph greetings  to  the  New  York  and  Ohio  State  Granges  which  were  in 
session  at  the  time. 

A  card  of  thanks  was  read  from  the  London  Grove  Quartette  who  par- 
ticipated in  the  National  Grange  quartette  contest.  A  telegram  of  greeting 
was  read  from  Past  Chaplain  Ross  W.  Haverfield.

TUESDAY  EVENING 

The  Tuesday  evening  meeting  was  an  open  session. 

Greetings  of  welcome  were  extended  to  the  officers  and  delegates  by 
Dr.  Howard  E.  Milliken,  Mayor  of  Harrisburg,  Mr.  John  Tivney,  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Harrisburg  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  William  W.  Wert, 
Pomona  Master  of  Dauphin  County.  Past  Master  J.  A.  Boak  responded 
to  these  addresses. 

Worthy  Master  Bagshaw  introduced  Honorable  Miles  Horst,  who  spoke 
on  the  contribution  of  agriculture  to  the  War  Effort  and  also  of  post  war 
plans  for  agriculture. 


The  third  annual  spelling  contest  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
was  conducted  by  Mr.  J.  Y.  Shambach  and  Miss  Lois  Clark  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction.  There  were  20  contestants.  The  winners 
were  as  follows:  First,  Mrs.  Martha  McCommon,  Lawrence;  second,  Mrs.

WEDNESDAY  MORNING 

Morning  Devotions,  conducted  by  Chaplain  W.  D.  Keemer. 

At  9:20  A.  M.,  Honorable  John  U.  Shroyer,  Secretary  of  Highways,  was 
introduced  and  addressed  the  delegates  on  the  Highway  System  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. Mr.  Shroyer  said  that  there  would  be  approximately  $11,000,000  of 
Federal  and  State  money  available  for  highway  construction  in  1945  and 
that  he  hoped  to  have  some  700  miles  of  rural  roads  hard  surfaced  each 
year. 

State  Juvenile  Superintendent,  Lucy  C.  Shumway,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report: 


REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  JUVENILE  SUPERINTENDENT 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

It  is  with  mingled  feelings  of  sadness  and  joy  that  I  come  before  you  to 
bring  the  report  from  the  office  of  State  Juvenile  Superintendent. 

With  sadness  because  we  cannot  think  of  children  today  without  think- 
ing of  the  unspeakable  things  that  are  happening  to  children  all  over 
the  world, — 

"Further  I  dared  not  see  than  the  child  gnawing  dry  bread; 

'  Not  to  the  child  starved,  sitting  wondrously  quiet; 
Or  to  the  child  dead; 

Or  the  child  hurt,  calling,  incessantly  calling. 
Nothing — not  war,  nor  hate,  not  any  man's  need 
Should  take  a  child's  pain  and  terror  to  pay  for  his  greed. 
Yet  it  is  done,  and  the  knowledge  bums  to  the  bone — 
Those  children — the  every  child — ^they  are  our  own." 

Yes,  the  poet  is  right,  these  are  our  children.  This  is  our  problem.  Ours 
because  of  Him  who  said,  "Of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven";  our  chil- 
dren's problem  because  in  their  great  task  of  establishing  an  enduring 
peace,  and  building  a  world  wide  brotherhood  they  will  have  to  deal  with  the 
warped  and  twisted  personalities  that  will  inevitably  result  from  the  lon^ 
periods  of  terror,  pain,  and  want  which  these  children  have  undergone. 

We  are  happy  because  there  does  seem  to  be  an  awakening — an  awak- 
ening to  the  fact  that  the  children  growing  up  in  the  seeming  security  of 
our  American  homes  are  going  to  have  to  meet  the  most  challenging  situa- 
tion the  world  has  ever  known.  Upon  their  literacy,  their  respect  for  civil 
and  moral  law,  upon  their  ability  to  think  and  to  work  with  their  hands, 
upon  their  strength  of  character,  and  their  love  for  their  fellowmen  will 
depend  the  ultimate  strength  of  democracy  and  the  safety  of  the  world. 

We  are  glad  that  our  churches  are  waking  up  to  the  fact  that  there  are 
large  rural  areas  that  the  church  has  never  touched;  that  these  areas  must 
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be  cultivated  and  our  Sunday  Schools  and  other  teaching  agencies  of  the 
church  revived. 

We  are  glad  that  people  are  becoming  aroused  as  to  what  is,  or  is  not, 
being  taught  in  our  public  schools;  and  are  asking  that  more  emphasis  be 
placed  on  training  for  citizenship,  vocational  training  and  character  building. 

We  are  glad  for  a  new  appreciation  of  the  value  of  organizations  that 
are  training  rural  boys  and  girls  for  future  leadership:  Scouts,  4-H  Clubs, 
Future  Farmers,  Future  Home  Makers  and  the  Juvenile  Grange.  All  these 
organizations  have  grown  during  the  past  year.  The  Juvenile  Grange—- 
taken  over  the  nation — has  had  a  record  year.  In  new  organizations  it  has 
outstripped  the  Subordinate  Grange  nearly  two  to  one.  And,  thanks  to  the 
hard  work  of  our  deputies  and  the  vision  of  our  Subordinates,  Pennsylvania 
has  helped  to  make  this  fine  record.  Only  Ohio  and  Oregon  exceeded  us  in 
the  number  of  new  and  reorganized  Juvenile  Granges. 

Pennsylvania  farm  women  have  had  a  busy  year  and  our  Juvenile 
deputies  are  no  exception.  With  their  hearts  overseas  with  sons  in  the  serv- 
ice, with  their  hands  full  of  house  work,  and  farm  work,  and  war  work,  with 
the  hurricane  in  the  south  western  part  of  the  state  laying  a  heavy  hand  on 
at  least  one  of  our  deputies,  with  the  polio  epidemic  in  the  northeastern  part 
of  the  'state  disrupting  carefully  laid  plans  for  several  new  organizations, 
and  closing  most  of  our  Juvenile  Granges,  there  for  a  large  part  of  the  sum- 
mer, with  all  these  handicaps  our  deputies  have  still  carried  on  and  we  do 
appreciate  it. 

They  have  to  their  credit  the  following  new  organizations:  Two  in 
Chester  County,  organized  by  Mrs.  J.  Edwin  Brown;  one  in  Carbon,  organ- 
ized by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Snyder;  two  in  Fayette  County,  by  Mrs.  G.  L.  Conn;  one 
in  Butler  County,  by  Mrs.  George  Bicker;  one  in  Wyoming  County,  by  Mrs. 
Walter  Hoppe,  and  one  in  Bradford  County,  organized  by  Mrs.  Albert  Madi- 
gan.  Also  the  following  reorganizations:  One  in  Potter  County,  by  Mrs. 
Lotte  Hauber;  one  in  Bradford,  by  Mrs.  Albert  Madigan;  one  in  Erie,  by 
Mrs.  Clara  Dewey;  one  in  Montgomery,  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harold  Allebach, 
and  one  in  Luzerne,  by  Mrs.  Jack  Fairchild. 

The  deputies  have  also  visited  and  scored  their  Granges  where  ever  pos- 
sible and  have  kept  me  in  touch  with  the  work  all  over  the  state. 

I  was  able  to  attend  the  two-day  deputy  school  at  Harrisburg  last  Feb- 
ruary and  found  it  most  helpful.  I  also  attended  the  Lecturer's  Conference 
at  State  College  in  June  and  held  conferences  with  the  Matrons  and  Depu- 
ties present.  I  believe  that  in  the  future  we  should  plan  a  more  definite 
program  for  Matrons  at  this  conference. 

I  have  tried  to  help  the  Matrons  with  their  problems  as  far  as  is  pos- 
sible through  correspondence,  and  have  tried  to  make  the  Juvenile  page  in 
Grange  News  useful  to  Matrons  and  Juvenile  Lecturers. 

As  a  new  feature  this  year  we  have  presented  each  new  and  reor- 
ganized Juvenile  with  a  package  of  material  designed  to  offer  help  to  the 
Matron,  Lecturer,  and  Master.    We  hope  to  continue  this  another  year. 

I  would  again  urge  every  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Master  to  appoint 
a  Juvenile  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  the  needs  of  all  the 
children  of  the  community  and  try  and  find  ways  in  which  the  Grange  can 
help  them. 

We  like  the  Worthy  National  Master's  suggestion  that  we  also  appoint 
a  special  liason  committee  which  will  meet  with  representatives  of  other 
youth  organizations  in  the  community,  for  the  purpose  of  working  out  ways 
in  which  the  work  of  all  these  groups  can  be  coordinated  and  furthered. 
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We  firmly  believe  that  the  Juvenile  Grange  is  one  of  the  best  mediums 
for  the  training  of  rural  leadership  that  we  have,  and  that  we  have  only 
begun  to  touch  the  fringes  of  its  possibilities.  We  know  that  it  is  not  pos- 
sible for  every  Grange  to  have  a  Juvenile,  but,  as  long  as  glaring  inequali- 
ties between  rural  and  urban  educational  systems  continue  to  exist,  as  long 
as  we  have  illiterate  youth,  and  a  multitude  are  failing  to  get  the  type  of 
education  that  will  fit  them  for  responsible,  contributional  adult  citizenship, 
as  long  as  we  have  children  in  rural  homes  with  neglected  mental  and 
physical  handicaps,  as  long  as  there  are  children  who  have  no  books  to 
read,  or  other  good  recreational  facilities,  as  long  as  juvenile  delinquency 
continues  to  be  a  problem  on  farms  and  in  country  villages,  as  long  as  rural 
Sunday  Schools  record  a  falling  membership,  there  is  Juvenile  work  for 
your  Grange  to  be  doing. 

The  Christmas  star  is  shining  in  the  sky.  Among  the  many  lessons 
it  has  for  us  in  this;  a  little  child  bom  into  a  very  humble  home  may  mean 
more  to  the  ages  than  all  the  Caesars  on  their  thrones.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

War  and  the  tendency  away  from  democracy  toward  stateism  poses  one 
of  the  greatest  threats  to  our  system  of  American  education.  A  subtle 
move  for  centralized  federal  control  of  education  appears  in  many  guises. 
These  range  from  proposals  to  raise  teachers  pay  in  the  elementary  grades, 
through  universal  military  conscription,  to  control  of  all  kinds  of  vocational 
training  from  the  secondary  level  through  college  and  graduate  schools. 
The  aims  are  worthy  but  the  joker  exists  in  the  huge  appropriations  from 
our  already  debt  ridden  federal  treasury.  Analysis  of  every  proposal 
studied  by  your  committee  reveals  the  deadening  hand  of  bureaucracy,  the 
final  product  of  which  is  so  clearly  exemplified  in  the  youth  movements  of 
Nazism  and  Facism. 

Firmly  adhering  to  its  well  established  principle  of  the  decentralization 
of  power,  the  Grange  opposes  all  proposals  which  deprive  the  local  com- 
munities and  states  of  direction  and  control  of  the  education  of  their  youth. 

Equalization  of  Educational  Opportunity  and  Support 

While  opposing  huge  grants  to  education  from  the  federal  treasury 
because  of  the  ever  present  danger  of  domination  and  regimentation,  the 
Grange  is  a  firm  proponent  of  better  rural  schools  and  liberal  financial  sup- 
port of  education. 

More  than  52  per  cent  of  the  children  of  our  Commonwealth  are  bom 
in  the  rural  districts  but  oiUy  22  per  cent  remain  on  our  farms.  The  large 
per  cent  of  these  children  who  later  constitute  the  leaders  and  workers  of 
our  industrial  cities  must  be  educated  in  rural  schools.  Improved  schools 
with  modem  equipment,  manned  by  better  teachers  must  be  provided  for  all 
rural  youth  if  the  commonwealth  is  not  to  suffer.  The  expense  of  this  im- 
proved training  should  be  shared  by  the  populous  cities  who  will  benefit 

Your  committee  realizes  that  the  monetary  consideration  is  too  often 
the  criterion  used  to  judge  educational  progress  instead  of  the  final  product^ 
the  youth  trained  in  our  schools.  Likewise  we  note  that  enthusiasm  for 
consolidation  frequently  results  in  the  establishment  of  a  city  type  of 
school  in  a  rural  setting,  and  removes  the  school  farther  from  the  home. 
Yet  despite  all  other  factors,  the  ability  and  character  of  the  teacher  largely 
determines  the  quality  of  the  end  product.  Data  presented  in  the  following 
table,  taken  from  the  files  of  the  department  of  Public  Instruction,  compar- 
ing first  and  second  with  fourth  class  school  districts,  gives  ample  reasons 
for  the  choice  rural  teachers  migrating  to  city  schools.

To  equalize  educational  opportunities  as  between  urban  and  rural 
schools  and  to  retain  better  teachers  for  rural  pupils,  we  recommend  that 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  be  empowered  to  raise  the  mini- 
mum teaching  unit  to  $2000  per  teacher.  This  will  cost  more.  In  the  past, 
due  to  the  almost  universal  inability  to  collect  per  capita  taxes  levied  for 
school  purposes  from  persons  not  owning  property,  such  increases  have  been 
met  by  higher  millage  rates  on  real  estate.  To  relieve  this  well  nigh  intoler- 
able load  on  real  estate,  resistance  to  which  has  been  working  to  the  detri- 
ment of  education,  your  committee  recommends  to  this  State  Grange  that  it 
go  on  record  as  favoring  limiting  the  millage  on  real  estate  for  school  pur- 
poses to  four  (4)  mills  of  the  assessed  value;  and  to  raise  the  balance  of 
the  revenue  needed,  the  imposition  of  a  sales  tax. 

Agricultural  Training,  Extension  and  Research 

The  Grange  urges  all  Patrons  to  support  the  training  given  in  Agricul- 
ture and  Home  Economics  by  our  Vocational  Schools  and  Departments  oper- 
ating under  the  Smith-Hughes  Act.  The  teachers  and  pupils,  especially 
those  enrolled  in  the  Future  Farmers  of  America  and  4-H  Clubs,  should  be 
invited  and  urged  to  engage  in  community  programs  with  the  local  granges. 

The  Grange  commends  Dean  Fletcher  and  his  staff  in  the  College  of 
Agriculture  for  their  stand  on  the  problems  of  Post  War  Agriculture, 
especially  in  relation  to  the  ill  advised  plans  setting  up  inexperienced  and 
untrained  service  men  in  farming.  Such  plans  may  temporarily  relieve  the 
pressure  of  surplus  labor  for  unions  and  industry,  but  with  present  agri- 
cultural surpluses,  they  can  lead  to  bankruptcy  and  failure  for  the  mis- 
guided G.  I.  Joe.  The  Agricultural  Extension  Service,  preserved  from  action 
programs  and  devoted  wholly  to  educational  work,  as  recently  and  un- 
equivocally approved  by  Secretary  Wickard,  is  in  a  position  to  give  guid- 
ance in  local  post  war  adjustments. 

As  a  measure  of  preparation  for  the  aftermath  of  war,  we  urge  upon 
our  State  Legislature  increased  support  of  research  for  new  agricultural 
products  and  for  new  uses  of  farm  products  in  industry.  Research  has  made 
possible  the  tools,  machines  and  supplies  with  which  victory  is  being  won. 
Research  facilities  provided  at  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  for  the  small 
business  firms  and  the  co-operatives  will  aid  in  the  change  over  to  peace 
time  economy. 

Cooperative  Health  and  Medical  Care 

The  wisdom  and  far  sightedness  of  our  Grange  Hospitalization  Plan 
becomes  more  evident  every  year.  Due  to  the  growing  shortage  of  doctors 
and  nurses,  the  time  is  ripe  for  a  similar  cooperative  endeavor  between  the 
medical  profession  and  the  local  people  looking  to  the  establishment  of  local 
clinics  and  health  associations.  The  first  successful  cooperative  health 
clinic  and  hospital  was  organized  by  a  rural  doctor  and  his  farm-  patrons 
m  one  of  the  dust  bowls  of  the  west.  With  the  backing  of  such  industrial 
leaders  as  Henry  Kaiser  the  movement  spread  like  wild  fire  from  commun- 
ity to  community.     The  advantages  are  so  obvious  that  unless  we  and  the 
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progressive  medical  doctors  cooperate  to  establish  our  own  privately  oper- 
ated associations,  governmental  medicine  will  be  forced  upon  us. 


Intemperance  vs.  Patriotism 

Scientific  tests  prove  that  alcohol  imbibed  in  any  of  its  forms  renders 
men  unable  to  make  the  split  second  decisions  which,  with  the  modem  in- 
struments of  war,  mean  the  difference  between  life  and  death.  Despite  this 
knowledge,  brewers  boast  over  the  radio  of  the  quantity  of  their  brands 
transported  and  issued  to  service  men  in  the  battle  areas.  Verily  if  Wash- 
ington does  not,  God  has  a  condemnation  for  all  who  cause  one  such  to 
falter  and  die. 

The  Grange  emphatically  condemns  the  diversion  of  grain  produced  by 
the  sweat  and  tears  of  our  farm  people  to  the  distillers  or  others  making 
alcoholic  beverages.  The  alcoholic  holiday  established  by  the  governmental 
decree  during  the  month  of  August  was  equivalent  to  sabotage.  If  the 
alcohol  were  not  needed  in  the  manufacture  of  munitions  or  other  vital  war 
necessities,  the  grain  could  have  improved  the  quality  and  quantity  of  our 
sorely  needed  but  rationed  feeds.  Present  proposals  are  for  a  second  di- 
version of  corn  to  the  manufacture  of  whisky  during  the  month  of  Janu- 
ary.   Thus  does  Patriotism  become  subservient  to  the  god,  Bacchus. 


World  Order  and  the  Grange 

In  the  critical  year  which  lies  before  us  the  problems  of  World  Order 
must  be  met.  Upon  the  decision  made  hinges  the  welfare  of  our  country  and 
of  mankind.  It  behooves  us  then  to  bring  to  bear  the  finest  influences  of 
the  home  and  the  church  in  molding  public  opinion.  The  Grange  due  to  its 
unique  structure  is  in  a  position  to  lead.  May  we  go  forward  under  divine 
guidance  and  possess  the  future.

Resolution  No.  31— Presented  by  Fayette  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  49 

Whereas,  the  burden  of  educating  the  children  of  this  State  is  becom- 
ing increasingly  difficult  due  to  the  increase  in  cost  of  educational  facilities 
and  whereas  the  cost  of  education  is  supported  mainly  by  a  tax  on  real 
estate,  the  value  of  which  in  some  sections  is  depreciating,  resulting  in  an 
unequal  educational  opportunity  for  children  in  different  sections; 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  Fayette  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  49  go  on 
record  in  support  of  this  resolution  and  recommend  that  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange  urge  the  passage  of  legislation  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature  adopting  a  sales  tax;  said  tax  to  be  used  for  educational  pur- 
poses to  relieve  the  burden  on  real  estate. 

Approved  by  the  Committee  on  Education  and  the  Legislative  Commit- 
tee as  in  line  with  the  recommendation  in  the  general  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee.

Resolution  No.  34 — Presented  by  Fayette  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  49 

Whereas,  the  shortage  of  various  kinds  of  raw  materials  used  in  in- 
dustry and  agriculture  due  to  abnormal  conditions  resulting  from  the  war 
has  necessitated  the  discovery  and  use  of  substitute  products. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  educational  research  and  scientific  investigation  and 
experimentation  be  encouraged  in  order  to  provide  new  uses  for  surplus 
agricultural  products  in  the  post-war  era.

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  39 — Presented  by  Indiana  Pomona  Grange  No.  58 

Whereas,  there  is  now  a  bill  in  Congress,  the  object  of  which  is  to  estab- 
lish State  Medicine  along  somewhat  similar  lines  as  in  those  countries  hav- 
ing a  totally  different  form  of  government  from  the  United  States,  and 

Whereas,  the  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  traditionally  believes  in 
the  rights  of  the  individual  citizen  as  established  by  the  Bill  of  Rights, 

Be  it  Therefore  Resolved,  that  Pomona  Grange  No.  58  hereby  go  on 
record  this  28th  day  of  September,  1944,  as  being  opposed  to  the  enactment 
of  any  law  that  would  deprive  our  citizens  of  their  privilege  of  exercising 
their  own  choice  relative  to  hospitalization  and  medical  attention.    Further, 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  cooperate  with  the  Pennsylvania  Medical  Asso- 
ciation in  the  furtherance  of  plans  for  the  hospital  and  medical  care  of  citi- 
zens on  a  cooperative  group  basis  such  as  is  already  provided  by  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  Hospitalization  Plan.

Resolution  No.  46— Presented  by  McKean  County  Pomona  No.  53 

Whereas,  the  rural  school  districts  of  McKean  County  are  unable  to 
secure  regularly  certified  teachers  to  properly  staff  the  schools,  and 

Whereas,  this  shortage  of  teachers  in  rural  sections  is  due  in  a  large 
measure  to  teachers  leaving  the  rural  districts  to  accept  positions  in  better 
paid  city  schools  or  to  enter  better  paid  positions  in  city  war  industries; 
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Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  McKean  County  Pomona  GruiM 
No.  63  request  the  State  Grange  to  petition  the  State  Legislature  to  pass  a 
law  providing  salary  schedules  for  teachers  that  will  make  the  teachmff 
profession  more  attractive  to  high  school  graduates  who  are  thinking  of 
life  careers,  and  also  sufficiently  worth  while  to  hold  in  the  professional 
ranks  those  better  teachers  who,  year  after  year,  leave  teaching  for  mort 
lucrative  positions  in  other  occupations.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  COOPERATION,  INSURANCE 

AND  RURAL  ELECTRIFICATION 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 
The  Committee  wishes  to  submit  the  following  general  report. 

Largely  through  the  facilities  of  the  Grange,  the  Farmer  Co-opera- 
tive movement  in  America  was  firmly  established.  In  recent  years  th« 
growth  of  Farmer  Co-operatives  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

During  those  years,  the  Grange,  both  State  and  National,  has  stead- 
fastly supported  Co-operatives  and  has  assisted  them  in  procuring  neces- 
sary legislation,  and  has  aided  in  defeating  attacks  upon  them. 

We,  therefore,  cannot  ignore  a  recent  movement  inaug^urated  by  cer- 
tain business  interests  through  which  attempts  are  being  made  to  obtain 
laws  which  will  deprive  Farmer  Co-operatives  of  their  nresent  tax  status 
under  the  Federal  Income  Tax  law,  and  will  deprive  them  of  the  benefits  of 
favorable  State  laws.  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  is  opposed  to  any  and 
all  attempts  to  pass  legislation  that  would  prevent  or  handicap  the  farmers 
from  realizing  the  full  benefit  from  the  use  of  their  organizations  which  are 
owned,  financed,  and  controlled  by  themselves. 

Nearly  all  Farmer  Co-operatives  return  the  proceeds  of  purchases  or 
sales  to  their  members,  after  they  have  deducted  the  costs  of  operation  and 
have  set  aside  the  necessary  reserves.  They  have  no  taxable  income.  The 
members  receive  either  an  increased  price  for  farm  products  sold,  or  else 
are  enabled  to  purchase  farm  supplies  at  a  cost  less  than  open  market 
prices. 

When  Farmer  Co-operatives  do  not  follow  this  practice,  but  add  to 
their  capital  structure  by  retaining  a  portion  of  the  amounts  properly  due 
to  members,  without  proper  allocation  to  the  members,  those  Co-operatives 
do  make  a  profit;  have  a  net  income;  and  are  now  subject  to  income  taxes.

Business  men,  especially  feed  dealers,  should  realize  that  attempts  to 
tax  patronage  refunds  will  compel  purchasing  Co-operatives  to  sell  farm 
supplies  at  cost,  rather  than  at  established  prices. 

We  call  upon  our  Federal  and  State  legislators  to  support  the  Farmer 
Co-operative  movement. 

In  the  past,  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  cooperated  with  the  agen- 
cies and  organizations  which  it  sincerely  believed  would  endeavor  to  extend, 
at  lowest  possible  cost,  the  benefits  of  electrification  to  remote  farm  areas! 
The  committee  advocates  the  continuation  of  this  policy. 

Grange  Patrons  everywhere  have  been  greatly  benefitted  by  the  serv- 
ices rendered  to  them  by  the  Grange  Fire  Insurance  Companies  which  have 
been  promoted  by  the  Grange.  Automobile  Insurance  which  is  offered  by 
the  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company,  can  be  purchased  by 
Grangers,  and  the  Grange  also  promotes  and  sanctions  the  Farmers  and 
Traders  Life  Insurance  Company.  The  achievements  of  these  organizations 
have  gained  for  them  the  prestige  of  Grangers  throughout  the  States. 

We,  the  Committee,  recommend  that  all  Patrons  take  advantage  of  the 
benefits  which  are  offered  by  these  worthwhile  Co-operative  organizations.

Whereas,  it  has  been  called  to  our  attention  that  the  National  Tax

Whereas,  by  virtue  of  such  a  ruling  the  farmer  would  be  doubly  taxed 
on  his  produce,  through  existing  farm  income  taxes  and  again  through  taxes 
on  the  marketing  organization  of  which  he  is  a  member: 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  Butler  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  17  go  on  record 
as  opposing  any  legislation  that  would  so  threaten  cooperatives. 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  for  consideration  at  their  December  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSERVATION 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

To  the  American  people  the  word  "Conservation"  is  almost  new.  Our 
ancestors  found  here  a  land  so  rich  in  natural  resources  that  waste  seems  to 
have  become  one  of  our  national  characteristics.  Now  we  are  beginning  tb 
reap  the  results  of  this  waste,  and  greater  emphasis  is  being  placed  each 
day  on  conservation. 

The  Grange  as  an  agricultural  group  is  of  course  deeply  interested  in 
conservation  of  our  natural  resources,  soil,  forests,  petroleum  products, 
and  minerals.  Add  to  these  raw  materials  the  salvaging  of  refined  products 
used  in  the  war  effort,  such  as  rubber,  waste  paper,  metals  and  fats.  But 
distribution  ^of  existing  resources  is  also  important. 

As  long  as  we  must  have  governmental  control  of  food  distribution, 
this  Committee  believes  that  a  sound  Conservation  policy  should  insure  that 
rationing  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  competent  people  rather  than  those 
whose  experiments  have  permitted  black  markets  to  become  established. 
These  are  war  born,  but  they  must  not  be  allowed  to  extend  into  the  Peace. 

To  make  the  coming  peace  will  be  the  problem  of  our  government 
leaders;  but  to  keep,  to  conserve  it,  will  be  the  responsibility  of  individual 
people  and  of  groups  such  as  ours.  May  God  give  us  ability  to  conserve 
peace,  the  greatest  heritage  we  may  leave  to  our  children. 

In  the  inspiring  message  given  by  Brother  William  S.  Livingood  on 
the  first  day  of  this  session,  he  said  that  the  important  thing  is  not  the  new 
machinery,  increased  leisure,  advanced  methods  of  transportation  or  labor 
saving  devices;  but  the  men  who  push  the  buttons  to  make  these  things 
work.  Conservation  of  our  American  youth,  who  will  grow  into  the  men 
and  women  who  will  push  these  buttons  should  be  our  foremost  post  war 
plan.

State  Deputies,  $3.00  per  day  and  necessary  expenses  while  engaged  in 
Grange  work  and  attending  Deputies  meetings.  For  attending  State  Grange 
meetings,  when  and  if  called  by  the  State  Master,  the  Deputies  shall  re- 
ceive mileage  only.

REPORT  OF  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  AND 

GOOD  OF  THE  ORDER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

We  believe  now  is  the  greatest  and  most  important  time  in  Grange 
history  for  the  building  of  a  strong  and  vigorous  membership  and  better 
ritualism. 

Realizing  a  strong  membership  can  be  attained  only  by  an  efficient  and 
willing  corps  of  workers,  we  recommend  all  due  care  be  exercised  in 
selecting  these  officers  and  while  a  great  part  of  this  responsibility  for  a 
live  Grange  rests  upon  the  Master  and  Lecturer,  all  the  officers  have  an  im- 
portant part  and  if  well  done,  willingly  and  with  zest,  will  add  materially 
to  a  good  working  Grange^  where  the  fellowship  of  man  and  reverence  of 
God  is  taught  and  practiced. 

We  condemn  with  all  our  powers  any  Grange,  either  Subordinate  or 
Pomona  opening  or  closing  the  Grange  without  using  the  Ritual  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  Manual,  for  without  ritualism  our  fraternity  is  nothing  more 
than  an  old-fashioned  literary  society. 

We  believe  every  member  in  your  Grange  can  perform  in  some  manner 
during  the  Lecture  Hour  and  should  be  given  that  privilege  and  he  will 
become  an  interested  member,  and  remember  our  Grange  is  only  as  good  as 
we  make  it. 
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We  hope  every  Grange  in  Pennsylvania  will  do  their  utmost  to  make 
a  pleasant,  profitable  and  entertaining  Grange  for  the  boys  when  they  come 
back,  so  to  assist  in  making  country  life  more  attractive  as  well  as  profit- 
able. 

We  would  like  more  effort  be  made  to  get  and  kcQp  the  young  people  in 
our  Granges  for  we  must  remember  "no  trees  bear  fruit  in  the  autumn  which 
do  not  blossom  in  the  spring." 

And  further,  we  believe  all  degrees  from  the  first  to  the  seventh  should 
be  exemplified  in  full  form,  for  when  candidates  are  obligated  they  migg 
those  beautiful  lessons  taught  so  well  in  the  different  degrrees,  and  no  single 
effort  will  do  a  Grange  so  much  good  as  a  degree  team,  and  it  is  the  time 
when  candidates  first  set  their  feet  in  your  Grange  halls  that  their  mogt 
lasting  impressions  are  made. 

And  we  suggest  that  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  State  officers  take 
their  places  that  their  aims  and  purposes  be  made  known  and  that  they  be 
published  and  sent  to  the  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  so  their  plans 
for  the  year's  work  can  be  formulated.  The  State,  Pomona  and  Subordinate 
Granges  should  give  all  possible  aid  to  the  Juvenile  Granges. 

W^e  also  suggest  that  if  at  all  possible  the  regional  conferences  be  held 
this  year  and  if  this  is  not  thought  wise,  that  the  Deputy  School  be  held 
and  the  Pomona  Masters  be  also  included.

Therefore,  Be  it  resolved  that  Mercer  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  26 
go  on  record  supporting  a  movement  which  would  advance  the  meeting  dato 
of  Pennsylvania  State^  Grange  to  precede  the  regular  National  Grange 
meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  farniers  of  Pennsylvania  have  proven  their  ability  to  produce  large 
amounts  of  human  food  under  all  circumstances.  We  appreciate  the  help 
given  by  the  Extension  Service  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College,  and  ask 
that  their  instruction  be  continued. 

The  consumer  is  growing  more  quality-minded.  Therefore  the  market- 
ing of  our  products  becomes  of  primary  importance.  We  petition  our  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  in  Pennsylvania  to  build  up  the  Bureau  of  Markets, 
so  that  help  may  be  available  for  all  farm  groups  in  grading,  packing  and 
inspecting  farm  products  on  their  way  to  market. 

We  also  favor  the  cooperative  method  of  buying  and  selling  farm  pro- 
ducts. We  urge  Grange  members  to  study  the  needs  of  their  local  com- 
munities, and  organize  cooperative  organizations  wherever  the  need  exists. 

"The  best  in  kind  and  quality  can  never  become  too  abundant."  We 
believe  there  is  a  need  in  Pennsylvania  to  raise  the  quality  of  farm  pro- 
ducts and  we  petition  the  Legislative  Committee  of  our  State  Grange  to 
work  toward  the  enactment  of  laws  providing  funds  for  the  Extension 
Service  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  to  enable  them  to  actively  assist 
in  the  demonstration  of  the  production  of  higher  quality  farm  products.

At  the  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  Pomona  Grange  No.  3  of  Chester 
and  Delaware  Counties,  the  following  resolution  was  presented  and  adopted, 
and  ordered  sent  to  State  Secretary  to  be  presented  at  the  State  Meeting 
in  December: 

Whereas,  government  properties  are  tax  free  in  many  local  districts  and 
impose  a  financial  burden  on  these  districts, 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  Pomona  Grange  No.  3  ask  the  coopera- 
tion of  State  Grange  in  demanding  from  the  Federal  Government  sufficient 
funds  to  offset  the  loss  in  tax  assessments  on  Government  owned  properties; 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  all  Government  properties  and  businesses, 
in  competition  with  privately  owned  properties  and  businesses,  be  placed  in 
the  same  taxing  standards  as  privately  owned  properties  and  businesses.

Resolution  No.  26— Presented  by  Erie  County  Pomona  No.  4 

Whereas,  it  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  Erie  County  Pomona 
Grange  No.  4,  in  session  at  Belle  Valley,  Pa.,  December  7th,  1944,  that  there 
are  petitions  being  circulated  in  various  Townships  of  the  County,  petition- 
ing the  Bureau  of  Animal  Husbandry  to  discontinue  the  testing  of  cattle 
for  Bangs  Disease,  and. 

Whereas,  we  believe  these  petitions  are  inspired  and  promoted  by 
dealers  of  dairy  cattle  to  further  their  own  selfish  interest, 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  4  go 
on  record  as  being  opposed  to  these  petitions,  and  be  it  further  resolved 
that  we  go  on  record  as  favoring  the  continuation  of  the  Bang's  test  until 
the  County  is  clean  of  the  dread  disease. 

Approved  in  principle  by  the  committee.

Resolution  No.  30 — Presented  by  Indiana  County  Pomona  No.  58 

Whereas,  the  contribution  of  the  farm  family  is  second  to  no  other 
group  in  winning  the  war;  and 

Whereas,  the  continuation  of  so  called  Daylight  Saving  Time  during  l3ie 
school  months  endangers  the  health  and  future  well  being  of  farm  children, 
particularly  those  in  the  lower  grades,  due  to  the  necessity  of  their  leaving 
home  before  daylight  to  catch  school  buses  and  to  arrive  at  school  on  time; 
and 

Whereas,  electric  companies  have  now  had  opportunity  to  enlarge  their 
facilities  for  handling  the  extra  loads  imposed  by  war  industries  which  for 
the  most  part  now  work  twenty-four  hours  per  day,  thus  distributing  the 
peak  loads; 
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Therefore*  Be  it  Resolved,  that  for  the  welfare  and  health  of  our  chil- 
dren, the  citizens  of  tomorrow  iot  whom  the  war  is  heing  fou^rht,  that  we, 
the  members  of  Indiana  Grange  No.  1666  do  hereby  work  for  the  repeal  of 
Daylight  Saving  Time,  at  least  during  the  months  of  the  school  term;  and 

Further  Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  petition  the  State  Grange  of  Pennsyl- 
vania  and  the  Pennsylvania  State  Educational  Association  to  lend  their 
influence  in  securing  the  repeal  of  Daylight  Saving  Time  for  the  sake  of  our 
school  children.

Resolution  No.  43 — Presented  by  Lawrence  County  Pomona  No.  65 

Whereas,  post  war  planning  is  receiving  much  attention  and  many 
plans  are  proposed,  among  others  is  one  that  the  Government  assist  the 
returning  veterans  in  buying  farms,  and 

Whereas,  farming  has  become  a  science  in  which  not  everyone  can 
make  a  success,  and  the  government  inducing  soldiers  to  thus  engage  would 
be  the  cause  of  many  failures  and  would  work  a  hardship  to  both  agricul- 
ture and  to  the  veteran,  and 

Whereas,  the  government  has  no  more  right  to  appropriate  or  encour- 
age our  returning  boys  to  return  to  the  farm  than  to  the  factory,  store, 
bank  or  to  the  professions. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  That  Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange,  in 
session  this  9th  day  of  December,  1944,  go  on  record  that  the  Government 
encourage  them  to  become  home  owners  and  choose  the  calling  of  their 
fancy.

Resolution  No.  39 — Presented  by  Somerset  County  Pomona  No.  39 
Report  of  Grange  Policy  Committee  of  Somerset  County  Pomona  Grange 

No.  39 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  agriculture  in  a  world  that  has  been 
engaged  in  a  deadly,  destructive  conflict,  laying  waste  to  millions  of  acres 
of  productive  land,  and  engulflng  the  world  in  an  ocean  of  debt,  and  realis- 
ing that  the  wealth  of  the  world  is  not  in  its  mines  and  factories,  neither  in 
the  gold  hoarded  in  Kentucky,  but  that  all  wealth  must  come  from  the  soil. 
We,  therefore,  deem  it  necessary  to  give  careful  consideration  to  a  post 
War  Agricultural  program.    We,  therefore,  submit  these  recommendations: 

1.  That  morale  be  restored  and  a  living  faith  in  man's  laboring  with 
God  through  nature  be  fostered. 

2.  That  all  edicts  and  regrulations  restricting  production  be  withdrawn. 

3.  That  all  useful  and  legitimate  production  be  encouraged. 

4.  That  all  subsidies  and  price  ceilings  be  discontinued.  Subsidies 
really  place  the  consumer  on  tiie  installment  plan,  which  must  finally  be 
paid  in  increased  taxes.  The  unwritten  law  of  supply  and  demand  should 
be  allowed  to  regulate  production. 

5.  That  agricultural  experiment  station  work  be  maintained  at  the  high- 
est possible  efficiency,  and  that  the  results  of  these  experiments  be  made 
available  to  all  who  desire  them.

6.  That  soil  conservation  be  stressed  and  encouraged. 

7.  That  forest  conservation  and  proper  cutting  of  timber  be  encouraged 
in  order  that  moisture  may  be  held  where  needed,  and  that  so-il  erosion  may 
be  checked. 

8.  That  livestock  improvement  and  sanitation  be  encouraged. 

« 

9.  That  the  products  of  agriculture  be  marketed  systematically,  care- 
fully packaged  in  a  manner  that  will  maintain  quality  and  freshness. 

10.  Tha^  whenever  practical,  products  be  produced  as  near  the  producer 
as  possible,  in  order  to  simplify  transportation,  and  improve  quality. 

11.  That  farmers  and  livestock  producers  in  all  parts  of  our  country 
receive  a  fair  share  of  the  nation's  income. 

12.  That  American  Agriculture  be  given  full  representation  at  the 
Peace  Table  when  World  hostilities  cease. 

13.  We  recommend  that  waste,  extravagance,  and  unnecessary  interfer- 
ence with  the  private,  public  and  industrial  life  of  the  nation  be  abolished, 
and  that  officials  in  high  places  give  first  consideration  to  the  people  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  that  our  nation  may  remain  a  government  of  the 
people,  by  the  people  and  for  the  people,  with  equal  opportunity  for  all. 

This  report  was  adopted  by  Somerset  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  39 
at  a  regular  meeting  held  in  Rockwood,  Pa.,  October  28,  1944,  and  is 
hereby  submitted  to  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  for  consideration  and 
approval  or  disapproval. 

Approved  by  the  committee,  except  sections  2  and  4,  which  are  re- 
ferred to  the  Legislative  Committee  for  further  study. 

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  67 

Whereas,  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  legalize  the  manufacture  or 
processing  of  filled  or  reconstituted  milk,  and 

Whereas,  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  feels  this  to  be  in  opposition 
to  the  best  interests  of  Agriculture  and  the  people  as  a  whole. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  go  on  record  as  being  opposed  to 
such  laws  permitting  the  sale  of  filled  milk  or  its  equivalent. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  POMONA,  SUBORDINATE 

AND  JUVENILE  GRANGES 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Pomona — Recognizing  that  only  through  the  coordination  of  the  work 
of  Pomona,  Subordinate  and  Juvenile  Granges  can  we  accomplish  the  great- 
est good  for  the  Grange  and  Agriculture, 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  Pomona  officers  and  Deputies,  together 
with  State  and  Juvenile  Deputies,  meet  and  plan  the  foundation  work 
which  may  be,  needed  to  aid  Subordinate  Grange  advancement,  and  espec- 
ially in  the  weaker  Granges. 

This  work  should  be  done  soon  after  Subordinate  Grange  Officers  are  in- 
stalled. 
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We  also  recommend  that  Pomona  Grange  cooperate  with  Agriculturb 
Extension,  bona  fide  Cooperatives  and  take  an  active  interest  in  proper 
youth  organizations  v/ithin  its  jurisdiction,  thereby  coordinating  such 
movements  and  interesting  youth  in  Grange  work. 

Subordinate — We  recommend  that  Grange  Masters  make  a  study  of 
reports  of  proceedings  of  State  and  National  Grange  sessions,  so  as  to 
familiarize  themselves  more  fully  with  Grange  policies,  which  will  be 
helpful  in  the  formation  of  their  Grange  policy. 

Also,  that  they  put  more  emphasis  upon  the  Ritualistic  •work  of  the 
Grange,  memorize  the  opening  and  closing  charges,  and  see  that  more  edu- 
cational and  diversified  programs  be  provided  to  give  sufficient  thought  to 
solve  the  problems  and  entertainment  for  all  members. 

Juvenile — Juvenile  Granges  as  a  source  from  which  to  build  larger  and 
better  membership  has  been  recognized  for  some  time. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  Subordinate  Grange  Masters  give  much 
thought  and  assistance  to  their  Juvenile  Granges,  or  if  they  have  no 
Juvenile  Grange,  to  appoint  a  Juvenile  Committee  to  work  with  their 
Juvenile  Deputy  to  study  the  possibilities  of  organizing  one  within  their 
jurisdiction.

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Today,  as  we  are  called  upon  to  deliberate  on  the  economic  and  legis- 
lative policies  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  our  thoughts  naturally 
turn  toward  the  New  Year — a  year  in  which,  we  hope  and  pray,  peace  may 
come  to  this  war  stricken  world.  As  we  look  forward  to  the  reconversion 
and  reconstruction  period  which  must  inevitabjy  follow  this  war,  we  are 
reminded  that  agriculture  will  be  faced  with  tremendous  problems  which 
will  require  the  ablest  of  leadership  and  the  most  careful  planning  to  solve. 
And  these  agricultural  problems  must  be  solved  if  this  Nation  is  to  sur- 
vive the  difficult  days  which  lie  ahead. 

Approximately  229c  of  the  people  of  these  United  States  live  upon  the 
farms  of  our  Country  and  about  as  many  more  are  directly  engaged  in 
processing  and  marketing  farm  products.  To  preserve  the  economic  balance 
of  the  Nation,  it  is  necessary  that  the  purchasing  power  of  this  large  group 
of  people  be  maintained  at  a  level  which  will  compare  favorably  with  that 
of  labor  and  industry.  To  ask  for  legislation  which  protects  the  position 
of  the  farmer  can  not  be  called  class  legislation  for  it  is  a  contribution 
toward  the  preservation  of  the  living  standard  of  all. 

The  policy  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  is  a  long  time  policy  and 
should  not  be  hastily  upset  by  "following  the  crowd"  in  its  desire  for  ea»y 
methods  of  solving  serious  problems.  We,  therefore,  renew  our  demands 
that  our  National  Government  should  return  to  constitutional  government 
by  law  rather  than  by  executive  edicts  and  bureaucratic  controls  and  we 
restate  our  conviction  that  centralization  of  Government  powers  is  one  of 
the  gravest  dangers  which  confront  us  as  a  people. 
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We  concur  with  the  National  Grange  in  its  program  for  a  permanent 
world  peace,  made  possible  "through  an  effectively  implemented  organiza- 
tion of  sovereign  states,  including  a  World  Court,  with  Congress  retaining 
the  right  to  declare  war;  through  development  of  international  trade  on  an 
equitable  basis;  and  through  rehabilitation  of  productive  industry  in  devas- 
tated lands." 

We  agree,  also,  with  its  statement  that  "the  continued  prosperity  of 
America  depends  upon  an  economy  of  plenty  shared  equitably  between 
agriculture,  industry  and  labor.  The  American  farmer  is  entitled  to  the 
American  Market  to  the  extent  of  his  ability  to  supply  it  and  should  ahare 
the  American  standard  of  living  with  other  groups. 

Conservation 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  long  been  proud  of  its  leadership 
in  the  field  of  conservation.  It  led  the  way  in  the  establishment  of  an  ade- 
quate forestry  system  in  the  State  and  has  always  advocated  the  preserva- 
tion of  our  natural  resources.  We  believe  that  some  plan  should  be  de- 
vised whereby  coal  operators  who  mine  by  the  strip-mining  process  should 
be  compelled  to  level  the  land  thus  disturbed  so  that  it  may  again  be  made 
productive  of  forest  or  agricultural  products. 

Roads 

Because  of  manpower  shortage,  the  highways  of  our  State  have  neces- 
sarily been  neglected  during  this  war.  Particularly  is  this  true  of  the  dirt 
roads  on  the  State  Highway  System.  When  manpower  is  again  available  we 
would  earnestly  insist  that  all  of  these  unimproved  roads  of  the  Highway 
System  be  hard-surfaced. 

We  advocate  the  use  of  gasoline  taxes  for  no  other  purpose  than  high- 
way construction  and  maintenance,  and  demand  that  gasoline  used  in  farm 
tractors  be  exempted  from  tax. 

Schools 

The  burden  of  school  taxation  still  bears  heavily  on  real  estate  and  we 
favor  a  law  limiting  the  amount  of  mills  to  be  assessed  on  real  estate  for 
school  purposes  to  four  mills  on  real  value  and  provision  made  for  the  State 
to  contribute  sufficient  revenue  to  give  the  boys  and  girls  of  rural  areas 
an  adequate  education. 

We  reaffirm  our  support  of  the  teaching  of  vocational  agriculture  in 
high  schools  and  the  promotion  of  4-H  Club  work  among  our  girls  and 
boys.  There  is  no  more  practical  method  of  teaching  soil  conservation, 
good  farming  practices,  and  leadership  among  our  future  farmers. 

Taxation 

Many  communities  are  placed  at  a  decided  disadvantage  through  the 
Federal  Government  acquiring  real  estate  which  thereafter  pays  no  local 
taxes.  We  would  favor  legislation  requiring  the  same  payment  of  taxes 
on  this  as  on  privately  owned  property. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  heard  much  from  certain  organizations 
which  would  tax  the  patronage  dividends  of  cooperative  organizations.  This 
is  but  another  scheme  to  drive  the  cooperatives  from  their  legitimate  field 
of  business.     The  Grange  has  been  the  "foster  mother"  of  many  Farmer 
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Cooperatives  and  will  resist  to  the  utmost  any  proposal  which  would  jmt 
them  to  an  unfair  disadvantage. 

Daylight  Saving 

Another  year  of  so-called  daylight  saving  has  only  proved  the  futility 
and  foolishness  of  the  plan.  Originally  thrust  upon  us  in  the  guise  of 
gaining  an  extra  hour  of  summer  light,  it  is  continued  through  the  winter 
months  to  aggravate  the  complaint  it  aimed  to  cure. 

Oleomargarine 

The  present  shortage  of  butter,  brought  about  through  unwise  price 
fixing  systems,  will  undoubtedly  be  seized  upon  to  demand  repeal  of  our 
State  laws  on  oleo.    This,  the  Grange  will  resist  as  always  in  the  past. 

Tax  Qualification  of  Voters 

We  reaffirm  the  position  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  in  previous 
years  and  insist  that  a  constitutional  amendment  should  be  supported  which 
will  restore  the  provision  reqfuiring  the  payment  of  taxes  as  a  qualification 
for  voting. 

Agricultural  Research 

With  the  farms  of  America  geared  to  a  407©  increase  in  production 
through  the  war  effort  and  with  no  additional  markets  certain  after  the  war 
is  finished  and  the  lend-lease  program  curtailed,  it  is  imperative  that  our 
research  organizations  increase  their  studies  of  new  uses  for  agricultural 
products.  We  would  recommend  that  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature  make  a 
liberal  appropriation  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  for  agricultural 
research  and  that  the  funds  be  earmarked  for  that  purpose  alone. 

Farm  Labor 

Never  before  has  the  demand  for  food,  feed,  and  fibre  been  greater  and 
never  before  has  the  American  farmer  produced  more  per  manpower  unit. 
Our  emergency  farm  labor  agencies  in  many  instances  have  done  yoeman 
service  in  providing  labor  for  the  harvesting  of  some  of  our  perishable 
crops.  For  the  duration  of  the  war  these  agencies  can  contribute  much  for 
the  preservation  of  our  food  supplies. 

Let  us  continue  to  produce  food  so  essential  in  this  crucial  time.  Let 
us  give  our  money  for  war  purposes.  Give  until  it  hurts.  Our  boys  are 
giving  and  sacrificing  everything.  Can  we  who  are  at  home  enjoying  the 
comforts  and  pleasures  of  home  life  be  content  to  do  less  than  our  utmost  in 
the  war  effort.    We  have  done  our  bit — ^let's  do  our  best.

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Whereas,  they  are  protected  by  law  during  the  months  from  October 
to  July, 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Upper  Bucks  Pomona  Grange  in  ses- 
sion at  Quakertown  on  Saturday,  August  19,  1944,  hereby  records  its  em- 
phatic sentiment  that  the  protection  given  them  be  removed,  and  demands 
that  the  killing  of  groundhogs  be  permitted  and  encouraged  throughout 
the  year. 

Resolved,  Further,  that  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  sessions  of  the  ' 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  Offered  as  Substitute  for  No.  5,  14,  24  and  54 

As  V-Day  is  drawing  near,  and  there  will  be,  no  doubt,  much  cele- 
brating of  this  day,  we  desire  that  it  be  religiously  observed. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  go  on 
record  as  making  V-Day  a  day  of  Prayer,  Praise  and  Meditation  and  re- 
quest that  Governor  Martin  declare  this  day  a  holiday,  and  that  all  drink- 
ing places  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  dispensed  be  closed  for  the  day. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  Offered  as  Substitute  for  No.  6,  35,  46  and  58 

Whereas,  our  Government  has  under  consideration  the  exchange  with 
Cuba  of  gasoline  for  liquor,  and 

Whereas,  farmers  and  urbanites  have  been  restricted  in  the  use  of 
gasoline  badly  needed  for  agricultural  production  and  also  for  necessary 
travel,  and 

Whereas,  our  Government  is  permitting  the  use  of  millions  of  bushels 
of  grain  to  be  used  in  the  making  of  malt  liquors  when  this  grain  is  so 
much  needed  for  farm  stock  and  human  consumption. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  protest 
the  exchange  with  any  country  of  gasoline  for  liquor  and  also  protest  the 
use  of  grain  for  the  manufacture  of  liquor  for  beverage  purposes. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  Offered  as  Substitute  for  No.  7,  21,  25,  55,  62  and  63 

Whereas,  two  bills  providing  for  post-war  military  conscription  have 
been  introduced  in  Congress,  a;nd 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  the  enactment  of  such  legislation  would  be 
distinctively  a  backward  step  in  our  democracy  and  that  it  would  create  a 
spirit  of  militarism. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  the  members  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange  oppose  such  legislation. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 
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Resolution  No.  8 — Presented  by  Bucks-Philadelphia  Counties  Pomona  No.  2S 

Also  Substituting  for  No.  42 

Whereas,  the  collection  of  a  state  tax  on  gasoline  used  for  non  highway 
purposes  is  unfair,  inasmuch  as  the  said  tax  is  collected  primarily  for  high- 
way purposes;  and 

Whereas,  the  tax  collected  on  gasoline  used  in  farm  tractors  imposes 
an  unjust  burden  on  agriculture; 

Be  it  Therefore  Resolved,  that  we,  the  members  of  Lower  Bucks  and 
Philadelphia  Counties  Pomona  Grange  No.  22,  in  regular  session  at  Pall- 
sington  on  December  6th,  recommend  that  the  Pennsylvania  legislature 
at  its  next  session  pass  legislation  to  either  remit  or  abolish  this  tax  on 
gasoline  used  in  farm  tractors. 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to 
State  Grange. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 


Resolution  No.  10 — Presented  by    Bucks-Philadelphia  Pomona  No.  22 

In  his  annual  address  National  Master  Albert  Goss  says:  *The  time 
has  come  to  plan  aggressively  for  Peace.  There  seems  to  be  two  separate 
tasks  in  connection  with  a  peace  policy.    I.  Prevent  War.    II.  Build  Peace.'' 

At  a  conference  called  in  New  York  November  10th,  by  the  commission 
to  study  the  Organization  of  Peace,  they  adopted  a  resolution  calling  for 
active  support  of  the  Dunbarton  Oaks  proposals:  The  resolution  said  in 
part:  "We  recognize  that  these  proposals  are  not  perfect,  and  fall  short  of 
what  we  ultimately  desire.  But  they  do  mark  the  longest  step  forward 
taken  in  our  generation  toward  an  adequate  world  organization  by  estab- 
lishing security,  and  making  provisions  for  economic  betterment  and  social 
welfare. 

We  therefore  pledge  our  hearty  support  to  these  proposals  and  at  the 
same  time  express  our  determination  to  go  on  with  our  discussions  of  ways 
and  means  by  which  these  matters  that  were  left  open  for  future  confer- 
ences can  be  completed." 

Lower  Bucks  and  Philadelphia  Pomona  No.  22  wishes  to  endorse  Broth- 
er Goss  and  the  above.  And  also  directs  that  copies  of  the  same  be  sent 
to  our  Senators  and  Representatives;  also  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the 
President.     A  copy  also  to  State  Grange  for  consideration. 


Approved  by  the  committee  as  included  in  general  report. 
Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  11 — Presented  by  Bucks- Philadelphia  County  Pomona  No.  22 
Whereas,  the  European  corn  borer  is  expanding  its  area  of  infection; 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  Pomona  Grange  No.  22  recommend  that 
rigid  clean  up  be  continued  in  order  to  curb  this  pest. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  educational  program  be  continued,  and 
that  this  resolution  be  sent  to  our  County  Agent  and  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  at  Harrisburg. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 
Action  sustained. 


Resolutions  No.  16,  17  and  18 — Presented  by  Clarion  County  Pomona  No.  27 

Whereas,  labor  union  leaders  have  acquired  power,  which  they  exercise 
to  bring  about  conditions  of  injustice  to  all  our  citizens  and  especially  serv- 
ice personnel,  lowering  their  morale  and  resulting  in  shortage  of  war  equip- 
ment and  supplies. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Wagner  Labor  Act  be  amended  that  these  in- 
justices be  stopped  and  our  war  effort  be  made  more  efficient. 

Thus  saving  our  boys'  and  girls'  lives. 

Whereas,  various  plans  are  being  proposed  for  unemployment  Com- 
pensation after  the  war. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Grange  oppose  rates  that  are  so  high  as  to  take 
away  the  incentive  to  work  and  produce. 

Whereas,  farm  agriculture  workers  and  domestic  workers  are  not  in- 
cluded in  social  security,  unemployment  compensation  and  old  age  pension. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  taxes,  including  income  taxes  be  adjusted  accord- 
ingly. 

Not  approved  by  the  Committee  as  wording  is  too  indefinite. 

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  22 — Presented  by  Chester- Delaware  County  Pomona  No.  8 

Whereas,  under  present  taxation  the  reserve  fund  for  Social  Security 
has  increased  to  six  billion  dollars,  which  is  said  to  be  about  eight  times  any 
expected  annual  outlay  for  old  age  pensions  in  the  next  five  years,  and 

Whereas,  unless  present  law  is  blocked,  these  taxes  will  be  doubled 
January  first, 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  Pomona  Grange  No.  3  vote  to  block 
this  taxation. 

No  action  as  Congress  has  already  acted. 

Resolution'  No.  27 — Presented  by  Erie  County  Pomona  No.  4 

Resolved,  that  we  condemn  the  policy  of  transferring  motor  license  and 
gasoline  tax  funds  from  the  Highway  Department  to  the  General  Fund,  and 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  this  Pomona  Grange  No.  4  go  on  record  as  favoring 
the  return  of  one  cent  (.01)  of  gasoline  tax  annually  to  the  Local  Sub- 
Divisions  on  a  mileage  basis. 

Not  approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 

Disapproved  because  city  government  having  other  than  state  highway 
roads  would  share  in  the  distribution. 

Resolution  No.  32 — Presented  by  Fayette  County  Pomona  No.  49 

Whereas,  the  collection  of  taxes  by  the  various  taxing  units  of  the 
state  necessitates  an  expenditure  of  funds,  great  in  amount,  to  local  tax 
collectors  for  service  which  could  be  performed  by  already  existing  agencies, 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  collection  of  all  taxes  now  handled  by  regularly 
elected  tax  collectors  be  centralized  in  the  County  treasurer's  office,  thereby 
eliminating  the  office  of  tax  collector. 

Not  approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 
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Resolution  No.  33 — Presented  by  Fayette  County  Pomona  No.  49 

Whereas,  the  funds  provided  from  the  sale  of  license  plates  for  all  motor 
vehicles  are  payable  directly  to  the  Bureau  of  Motor  Vehicles,  and  are  ade- 
quate in  amount  to  provide  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  high- 
ways, 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  all  public  highways  running  in  or  through  any  sec- 
tion of  the  county  or  state,  be  directly  under  control  of  the  State  Highway 
Department  and  be  maintained  as  a  part  of  the  State  Highway  Department, 
thereby  abolishing  the  present  county  and  township  systems. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 
Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  36— Presented  by  Fayette  County  Pomona  No.  49 

Whereas,  there  is  recognized  a  need  for  the  development  of  a  Post 
Road  highway  program,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  essential  that  such  a  program  be  promoted  by  Federal  aid 
to  the  states. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Fayette  Pomona  Grange  No.  49  go  on  record 
favoring  a  Federal  aid  Post  Road  program,  said  Federal  aid  to  be  matched 
by  the  various  states  on  a  50-50  basis. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  37  (also  substituting  for  No.  38)  Presented  by  the  Fayette 

County  Pomona  No.  49 

Whereas,  the  farm  wood  lot  is  a  source  of  income  on  a  large  number  of 
farms,  and 

Whereas,  private  ownership  has  always  exercised  privSite  control,  and 
anything  to  the  contrary  would  violate  the  principal  of  civil  liberty. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  Fayette  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  49  go  on  rec- 
ord as  opposed  to  proposed  bill  S2107  Federal  control  of  forests. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  41 — Presented  by  Lawrence  County  Pomona  No.  65 

Whereas,  the  Law  creating  a  County  Assessor,  Law  No.  254  of  the  1943 
session,  has  proved  unsatisfactory  in  that  it  is  expensive,  is  a  step  in  the 
direction  of  centralization,  so  long  opposed  by  the  Grange,  and 

Whereas,  the  law  simply  removes  the  burden  from  the  County  Com- 
missioner by  creating  another  office  to  perform  their  duty. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  favor  the  repeal  of  Bill  No.  254,  en- 
acted during  the  1943  Session  of  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature. 

Not  approved  by  the  committee  as  the  law  has  not  had  sufficient  trial 
as  yet. 

Action  of  the  committee  sustained. 
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Resolution  No.  44 — Presented  by  the  Lawrence  County  Pomona  No.  66 

Whereas,  an  attempt  is  in  progress  for  Federal  aid  for  schools,  and 
with  Federal  Aid  we  may  expect  Federal  Control,  thus  removing  the  school 
further  from  the  home,  which  should  be  the  best  school  the  child  attends, 
and  will  also  have  a  tendency  to  break  down  the  local  interest  in  the  school, 

Therefore  Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  oppose  any  interference  from  the 
Federal  Government  in  our  school  system,  including  any  appropriation.

Resolution  No.  45 — Presented  by  Mercer  County  Pomona  No.  25 

Whereas,  Senate  Bill  No.  1161  has  in  it  a  provision  which  would  regi- 
ment the  medical  profession,  and 

Whereas,  centralized  Federal  Control  of  Medicine  and  the  medical  pro- 
fession potentially  destroys  a  great  American  enterprise,  and 

Whereas,  the  bill  proposes  to  place  in  the  hands  of  one  man  the  power 
and  authority  for  delegating  service,  designating  doctors  and  determining 
hospital  benefits,  and 

Whereas,  the  funds  for  the  administration  of  this  bureau  is  to  be  raised 
through  taxation. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  Mercer  County  Pomona  Gtange  No.  25 
go  on  record  opposing  this  feature  of  Senate  Bill  1161,  and  any  subsequent 
bill  proposing  similar  control  of  medicine,  because  political  control  of  med- 
ical care  means  incompetence,  professional  deterioration,  effective  destruc- 
tion of  personal  interest  and  initiative,  and  it  is  un-American;  besides  mak- 
ing an  additional  tax  burden  on  the  public.

Resolution  No.  47 — Presented  by  McKean  County  Pomona  No.  53 

Whereas,  the  1942-43  session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  adopted 
a  resolution  presented  by  the  McKean  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  53,  re- 
questing and  petitioning  all  milk  plants  to  hand  each  patron  a  copy  of 
the  weight  of  milk  delivered  each  day,  and 

Whereas,  this  problem  still  annoys  the  dairymen: 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  McKean  County  Pomona  Grange 
No.  53  assembled  in  session  at  Port  Allegheny  on  Deceml^er  6,  1944,  re- 
quest the  co-operation  of  the  State  Grange  in  solving  this  problem. 

Not  approved  by  the  committee. 

The  action  of  the  committee  was  not  sustained  and  the  resolution  was 
adopted. 

Resolution  No.  50 — Presented  by  Warren  County  Pomona  No.  1025 

Resolution  adopted  by  our  Grange  No.  1025  that  the  United  States 
reaffirms  the  resolution  unanimously  adopted  on  June  30,  1922,  reading  as 
follows:  "That  the  United  States  of  America  favors  the  establishment  in 
Palestine  of  a  national  home  for  the  Jewish  people,  it  being  clearly  under- 
stood that  nothing  shall  be  done  which  may  prejudice  the  civil  and  religious 
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rights  of  Christian  and  all  other  non-Jewish  communities  in  Palestine,  and 
that  the  Holy  places  and  religious  buildings  and  sites  in  Palestine  shall  be 
adequately  protected. 

On  motion  by  G.  M.  Griffin,  this  resolution  was  referred  to  the  standing 
Committee  on  Legislation. 


Resolution  Offered  by  the  Committee  as  Substitute  for  No.  51 

Whereas,  Grange  policy  has  always  stood  for  the  improvemeht  and 
beautification  of  our  highway  system,  and 

Whereas,  billboards,  junk-yards  and  other  undesirable  encroachments 
along  our  highways  are  a  menace  to  safety  and  a  blemish  to  the  natural 
beauties  of  our  landscapes. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  urge  the  passage  of  the  Highway 
Protective  Area  Bill. 

The  resolution  was  not  approved. 


Resolution  No.  52 — Presented  by  Warren  County  Pomona  No.  10 

Whereas,  there  has  been  established  by  the  Federal  Government,  the 
practice  of  paying  the  farmers  subsidies  in  lieu  of  a  just  advanc  in  price 
of  dairy  products,  urgently  needed  at  present,  and, 

Whereas,  the  acceptance  of  subsidies  eliminates  the  identity  of  the  pro- 
ducer from  his  product,  thus  accepting  a  long  step  in  the  general  direction 
of  regimentation  and. 

Whereas,  subsidies  are  unbusiness  like,  uneconomic  to  both  producer  as 
well  as  the  consumer,  augmenting  our  national  debt  beyond  the  compre- 
hension of  the  most  astute  economists,  and  fraught  with  numerous  dangers 
and  temptations,  and, 

Whereas,  we  cannot  believe  that  the  A.  F.  L.  or  the  C.  I.  0.  or  other 
industries,  would  accept  subsidies  in  lieu  of  raised  salaries  or  price  ad- 
vancement of  commodity,  and. 

Whereas,  Agriculture  does  not  countenance  sit  down  or  any  other  form 
of  strikes,  believing  that  the  American  mind  is  capable  of  settling  differ- 
ences by  the  process  of  reason. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  Warren  Grange  No.  1025,  hereby  ex- 
press its  conviction  and  invite  Pomona's  approval,  and  recommend  that  sub- 
sidies be  discontinued  and  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  be  approved,  and 
transmission  to  the  State  Grange. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 


Resolution  No.  56 — Presented  by  Columbia- Luzerne  Counties  Pomona  No.  5 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  go  on  record  favoring  the  prohibiting  of  huntiniT 
on  all  land  assessed  as  seated  land,  without  a  written  permit  from  the  owner, 
and  that  wood-cock  season  open  November  1  instead  of  October  15,  also  that 
the  penalty  for  violation  be  made  sufficient  to  enforce  the  law. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 
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Whereas,  a  great  many  Medical  Doctors  have  entered  the  military 
services  or  have  moved  to  the  cities,  there  now  exists  a  dire  need  in  many 
rural  communities  for  local  medical  service,  and  as  rural  people  generally 
are  opposed  to  the  principle  of  State  Medicine; 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  take  steps  to  create 
a  cooperative  Health  and  Medical  Service  comparable  to  the  present  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  Group  Hospitalization  Program  with  the  Blue  Cross 
Hospital  Service  Associations. 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  the  Master  of  State  Grange  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  consider  ways  and  means,  and  report  later  in  this  session  of 
State  Grange. 

Not  approved  by  the  committee. 

Action   of  the  committee   was   not  sustained  and  the  resolution  was 
adopted. 

Resolution  No.  59 — Presented  by  Tioga  County  Pomona  No.  30 

Whereas,  the  Grange  has  always  taken  a  firm  stand  in  favor  of  local 
self-government,  and 

Whereas,  there  has  been  a  growing  tendency  over  a  number  of  years 
to  take  control  away  from  the  people,  and  have  it  placed  in  a  central  gov- 
ernment, and 

Whereas,  during  the  present  war  many  measures  taking  away  the  rights 
of  the  people  under  the  guise  of  war  measures  have  been  imposd  upon  the 
citizens  of  our  Country. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  this  Tioga  County  Pomona  Grange  in 
session  assembled  this  2nd  day  of  June,  1944,  go  on  record  confirming  the 
stand  heretofore  taken  opposing  centralized  and  bureaucratic  government. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  61 — Presented  by  Tioga  County  Pomona  No.  30 

Whereas,  the  patrons  of  Tioga  Grange  No.  1223,  consider  it  dangerous 
for  all  Motor  Vehicles  to  pass  School  Busses  while  taking  on  and  letting  off 
school  children. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  the  Patrons  of  Tioga  Grange  No.  1223  favor  a 
law  prohibiting  all  Motor  Vehicles  passing  school  busses  stopped  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  on  or  letting  off  school  children. 

The  above  resolution  approved  by  Committee  of  Tioga  County  Pomona 
Grange  No.  30,  which  recommends  that,  at  the  proper  time,  it  be  presented 
to  the  State  Grange  Legislative  Committee. 

Approved  by  the  committee  (similar  law  now  in  effect).

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members,  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

At  the  close  of  the  session  in  Williamsport,  the  Executive  Committee 
met  with  the  State  Master  and  organized  with  C.  M.  Davidson  elected 
Chairman  and  A.  E.  Madigan,  Secretary. 

The  Committee  met  in  Harris-burg  February  21,  1944,  and  elected  Sec- 
retary Joab  K.  Mahood  Legislative  Agent  at  a  salary  of  $600  per  year. 
Worthy  Master  Bagshaw  was  elected  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Grange  Ne^ 
at  a  salary  of  $400  per  year.  Secretary  Mahood  was  elected  Managing 
Editor  at  a  salary  of  $600  per  year. 

The  State  Master  and  State  Lecturer  were  authorized  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  a  conference  of  Grange  Leaders  at  State  College  June  5,  6,  7» 

Fees  for  organization  of  new  Granges  were  set  at  $20.  Reorganization 
$10.     Organization  or  reorganization  of  Juvenile  Grange,  $5.  * 

Budget. for  1944  was  adopted  at  this  meeting. 


On  June  7,  the  Committee  met  in  State  College  and  discussed  meeting 
place  for  1944  annual  meeting,  adjourned,  and  met  June  8  in  Harrisburg. 
They  arranged  for  holding  meeting  in  this  City,  December  12-13-14. 

State  Master  was  authorized  to  call  Deputies  to  attend  State  Grange 
meeting  when  he  deems  it  advisable. 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Post  War  Period  will  call  for  many 
adjustments  in  the  lives  of  all  our  people,  and  realizing  that  many  plans 
will  be  offered  for  the  purpose  of  providing  employment  during  the  period 
of  transition  from  war  to  peace  production,  and  believing  that  such  em- 
ployment should  serve  a  useful  and  permanent  purpose.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  respectfully  calls  to  the  attention 
of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Highway  Department  the  six  thousand  three 
hundred  miles  of  unimproved  roads  in  the  State  Highway  System  and 
recommends  to  the  Department  the  completion  of  these  roads  as  a  worth- 
while Post  War  Project." 

The  above  statement  was  adopted  at  this  meeting. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  in  joint  session  with  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee  in  Harrisburg,  August  25,  1944,  and  discussed  Legislative  matters 
to  be  presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Mileage  for  delegates  attending  State  Grange  was  fixed  at  $.02  per 
mile  round  trip. 

The  Executive  Committee  acting  as  Court  of  Appeals,  examined  evi- 
dence in  charges  preferred  against  the  Master  of  Laurel  Grange  No.  2029. 
After  carefully  examining  evidence  the  Court  of  Appeals  found  the  evidence 
to  be  insufficient  to  warrant  trial  and  dismissed  charges.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  MASTER'S 

ADDRESS 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Patrons  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

We,  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  the  Master's  Address,  have  made 
a  study  of  the  address,  and  submit  the  following: 

We  heartily  commend  him  on  the  policy  he  has  pursued  for  the  good  d 
Agriculture,  and  agree  "That  the  road  that  lies  ahead  will  not  be  smooth; 
but  with  the  courage  and  faith  of  true  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  we  will  fear- 
lessly face  the  future." 

The  service  flags  displayed  in  our  churches,  homes  and  Grange  Hallg, 
are  constant  reminders  of  the  sacrifices  being  made  by  our  youth  in  the 
service,  and  of  our  obligation  to  support  them  on  the  home  front. 

In  this  forward  and  upward  march  of  human  happiness  and  achieve- 
ment, all  the  dogmas  and  isms  of  the  old  world  fade  from  the  picture,  when 
viewed  in  the  light  of  America's  accomplishments  under  the  constitution. 

Despite  continued  shortages  of  farm  help  and  badly  worn  machinery, 
the  farmers  of  America  came  through  with  bumper  crops,  exceeding  all 
expectations. 

We  agree,  the  American  farmer  is  entitled  to  the  American  market  and 
further  agree  that  the  prices  he  receives  should  be  governed  by  supply  and 
demand  rather  than  by  ceilings  and  government  subsidies. 

We  further  agree  that  our  agricultural  organizations  must  be  ade- 
quately represented  in  post-war  and  reconstruction  councils. 

The  Grange  has  consistently  opposed  the  centralization  of  our  educa- 
tional system  in  Washington.  We  have  always  favored  local  control  of  onr 
educational  facilities. 

The  Grange  has  very  materially  aided  Agriculture  in  promoting  4-H 
clubs,  Future  Farmers  and  vocational  agriculture  in  general.  , 

We  recommend  the  Grange  continue  its  stand  on  temperance.  Intem- 
perance and  degeneracy  go  hand  in  hand. 

We  believe  the  Grange  must  continue  in  the  constructive  agricultural 
legislative  policies  of  present  and  post-war  periods. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  most  satisfactory  condition"  of  the  ordff 
throughout  the  State  and  nation,  and  trust  the  fine  cooperation  of  Depu- 
ties, Officers  and  members  be  continued. 

We  further  agree  that  the  platform  of  the  National  Grange  for  agri- 
culture be  supported. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  Master's  address,  and  also  recom- 
mend that  it  be  read  and  discussed  in  all  Subordinate  Granges.
